N ew Y o bk. September 22 i.—A terrible ac­ 
cident ocourie 1 tins morning iu the Fourth- 
avenue 
1 at Eighty sixth-street Station. 
The New Haven train was standing on the 
south-bound side track and w as run into by 
the Harlem local train. 
The rear car was 
demolished. 
As near as can be ascertained 
now, four persons w ere killed and ninetern 
badly injured. 
The names are not yet ascer­ 
tained. 
Is is claimed that the accident was 
the result of gro.-s mismanagement. 
A loca- 
motive on the main line of the Hudson Kiver 
Road had met with an accident at One Hun­ 
dred and Twenty-third street, blockading the 
track, in c nsequence of which the New Ha­ 
ven traia was switched on the south-bound 
side. It is reported that several of the injured 
have died. 
Among the killed is Mrs. Eu­ 
genie A.abort, of Mount Vernon, n teacher in 
the Normal School. 
Among the injured is 
the engineer of the Harlem local train. Mis» 
Hitchcock, of Morisiana, another Norma! 
School teacher, the two Misses Fe met; are 
slightly, and George Brenktrhoff is severely 
hart.

N ew Y obk, September 221.—The police 
and firemen have ret to work and rescned five 
men and two women. 
One of the latter 
soon after expired. 
Mme. Eugenie Auberr,

STATEMENT OP A SURVIVOR. 
Mr. Eikingtou, mining editor of the Com­ 
mercial World, says : “ I was sitting on the 
cor of the Harlem train, which is next to the 
engine. 
As we neared the Eighty-sixth-street 
station in the tunnel I noticed that some one 
jumped from the train. 
I then locked ahead 
aud raw a train st-.udicg in front < f us. 
A l­ 
most instantly the crash came. 
No ltd light 
could be seen on the rear of the train. 
There 
was the most intense exeitRment amorg the 
passengers. Between the hissing i t the swam, 
the screams of women and the darkness, the 
tunnel scene was frightful. 
I struck a match 
and saw a lady lying amapg the oebris. 
Sue 
was taken out, and I found her left foot 
severed below the knee. 
Another gentleman 
was injured severely in the back 
I should 
suppose about seven were badly i. iured, and 
from ten to fourteen were hurt, but were able 
to leave for their homes. 
One of the incom­ 
ing trains stopped, and the passengers were 
transferred to it and brought to tha Grand 
Central depot. 
Owing to the total darkness 
in the tunnel if was impossible for me to get 
a clear idea of what did occur. 
The escaping 
steam soon filled the tunnel, and this, with 
the darkness, only added to tha honor of the 
scene. 
Shrieks and screams were heard fr >m 
within th? tuunel, and the space wai ro iim- 
i ed that very little could he d o n e in the con­ 
fusion to aid the victims of the disaster.” 
The engineer of the Harlem train has been 
placed under arrest on a charge of a criminal 
cartlessntss, but an investigation will be 
necessary to p ova whether he received the 
signal that the track which he supposed dear 
was occupied or not.

TH E SEW YORK DEMOCRACY. 
Syracuse, September 221.—The Tammany 
delegates tiled into the bal!, and were received 
with cheers and a few hisses. 
The Convention was called to order, and 
the Chairman of tha Com i ittee on Contested 
Seats reported that committee recognized the 
county Democrats as the regular delegation 
from New Y--rk city ; but with a view to tie 
success of the parly at the polls, and for the 
purpose of securing entire harmony, they 
recommended that the New V rk representa­ 
tion be divided as foil ,ws : County Democ­ 
racy, 306 ; members of Tammany, 24 ; Ir­ 
ving Hall, 10. 
The report was unanimously adopted amidst 
vcciferous applause. 
The Committee on Permanent Organiza­ 
tion rop rted for permanent Chairman Lester 
B. Faulkner. 
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grew* for failing to re d u c e Ux .tioo, and favors 
eucn a tariff as shall beat cserve the interest* 
cf all c leses. 
It cocdemna the river and 
harbor b ill; declares that in no*' mating the 
Seoe.ary cf the Treasury for Governor we 
tee the alarming power of the Government 
to control elections; holds the Republican 
administration responsible for the unredressed 
wrocga 
upon 
our 
foreign-horn citizens; 
charges that the Republic iu party in the State 
refused to renominate its Governor because 
he dared to n o the veto power u/ainst the 
demands of the dan^er^us moneyed element 
iu the State ; favors local S ’lf-governrnent o f 
cities ; favors the passage of general laws 
providing for security against frauds at elec­ 
tion ; declares that monopolies aud corpora­ 
tions having been held snbj ct to the laws of 
the State, corporate property should pay a 
fair proportion of the public burdens ; sup­ 
ports constitutor nal amendments in favor of 
free canals ; reaffirms the p o lic y f.f the Dem­ 
ocracy, that labor bo held free and condemns 
convict labor ; declares that, labor shall nave 
the iaine right as caintal to combine for its 
own protection; declares that the govern­ 
ment cf the State and cation phould be re­ 
stored to the condition it was in during the 
primitive days of the Republic. 
John Ki lly, in a speech, then moved that 
the platform be referred back to the commit­ 
tee for the insertion of a plank condemning 
the enormous grants of public lands to private 
corporation*. 
Adopted. 
<¿eoera¡ Pryor, of the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions, reported the following additional 
plank in the platform and moved its incor­ 
poration : 
“ We also arraign the Republican 
party for the wholesale gif t of public lands to 
the railway jobber*, thus robbing the mas* of 
the people of their rightful inheritance, and 
we demand that as far as possible these lands 
be reclaimed and reserved for occupation bv 
»cta»l settlers.” 
The list of delegates as agreed upon from 
New York city was added to'the roll. 
The Convention then went into nomination 
for Governor. The names of Erosíu» Corning, 
A. Nelson, Grover Cleveland, R. P. Flower, 


General H. W. Slocum, AUea Campbell and 
Perry Belmont were presented. 
T ie first ballot re-u'ted as follows :

com 98 Cleveland 66, Flower 97, Nelf-oa 26, 
Corring 35, Brimout 12, Campbell39, Hutch­ 
ins 13 ; total, 384 ; necessary to a choice, 193 
Oa the next vote Tammany divided as fol­ 
lows : Slocum, Flower and Corning, 6 each ; 
Cleveland 5, Hutchins 1. 
John Kelly voted 
for Coruiug. 
A síam; ele then commenced for Cleve­ 
land. 
The entire Tammany delegation voted 
for him. 
A scene of unparalleled excitement 
followed, half the delegates being on their 
feet, shouting aud yelling. 
The Kings county delegation tried to stem 
the tide by demanding that their names be 
called agaiu. 
Aa soon as Cleveland bad more than enough 
votes to nominate him, pandemonium broks 
loose, and the Convention was entirely be­ 
yond the Chairman’s control. 
Grover Cleveland was finally nominated on 
the call of the third ballot. 
La»t ballot—Cleveland 211, Slocum 156. 
Fiower 15. 
Total vote, 382. 
The Chair an­ 
nounced, amid great enthusiasm, that the 
nominee of the Convention for Governor wss 
Grover Cleveland. 
The baud ployed and the 
delegates cheered, ami the nomination was 
made unanimous. 
The Convention then ad­ 
journed to Shakespeare Hall. 
The ticket was c m plated a» follows : Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor, D.ivid B. Hill, Mayor of 
Elm ira; 
Congressman at large, General 
Henry \V. Slocum; Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, William O. Ruger.

was settled according to tha terms of the bat­ 
tle mad-: beforehand.

An equitable exchange of the mixed 
cattle was then made, tho dead buried by the 
other men of both herds, and the drovers and 
those iu charge separated for their different 
routes.

FLAMELESS 
COMBUSTION. 


A new theory of combustion, says The 
Architect, was practically illustrated by 
Thomas Fletcher, of Warrington, England, 
at a soiree of the Society of Chemical In­ 
dustry at Owen3 College, the results being 
so totally unexpected that many present 
would, aud in tact did, go away with the 
impression that some deoeption was being 
practiced. 
Jacob Reese, the inventor of 
the Reese fusing-diso, has stated his be­ 
lief that if it were possible to prodi le com­ 
bustion without flame, the temperature and 
duty obtained from any fuel would be 
enormously increased. 
Mr. Fletcher not 
only has proved the possibility of flame- 
less combustion in more than one form, 
but ai30 has demonstrated practically the 
enormously high temperatures which can 
be obtained by this means. Taking a ball of 
iron wire about three pounds in weight, Mr. 
Fletcher placed it on a slab of fire clay, and 
directing a blow-pipe flame on it for a few 
seconds, 
he suddenly 
blew the 
flame 
out. 
The temperature increased so rap­ 
idly that in a few seconds the wrought- 
iruu fused 
and 
ran 
into 
drops, 
and 
this 
temperature 
was 
steadily 
main­ 
tained. 
The 
room 
was 
darkened, 
but 
the 
closest 
examination 
did 
not 
show a trace of flame, although the fact 
that the gas was burning was proved by 
repeatedly relighting and extinguishing it. 
T ue same experiment was repeated ia an­ 
other form by directing the llameless heat 
into a Bmall fire-clay chamber, in which a 
refractory clay crucible, made specially for 
nickel-melting, 
was partially fused and 
worked into a ball like soft putty, the sides 
of the fire-clay chamber bemg at the same 
time fused. 
Tne heat was so great that 
the blowp'.pe laboratory, which was given 
up to Mr. Fletcher for the evening, wan 
much too hot to be agrteable, in spite of 
open windows and ventilators. 
How far 
this discovery can be utilized remains to be 
seen, but it would appear that the pres­ 
ence of tianf*, usually considered to be a 
sign of combustion, is really an indication 
of imperfect results, and the best duty is 
obtained only when flame is totally absent. 
It is ceitain that such temperatures as 
those obtained by Mr. Fletcher without 
il»»ne have never previously been obtained 
with the fuel used, which was nothing more 
than a small gas-sopply for a quarter-inch 
pipe, assisted by an air-blast

Several years ago Dr. Decaiane, of the 
notabilities of 
the 
Societe 
d’Hygiene, 
startled the smokers of Paris by drawing 
attention to the fact that tho use of to­ 
bacco had a peculiar effect on the pulse, 
which he styled intermitteney, and by 
tracing the phenomenon, then lor the first 
time accurately described, to a rhythm­ 
ically intermittent action of the heart, 
without organic disease, and due especially 
to the narcotie action of the nicotine and 
other potent alkaloids 
present in 
the 
tobacco leaf. 
He had at that time care­ 
fully studied the causes of eighty-one in­ 
veterate smokers, in twenty-three of whom 
the intermittent pulse was a confirmed 
trouble, not associated with any rea! heart- 
disease. The intermitteuce vanished when 
the habit was abandoned even for a few 
weeks, and reappeared as soon as the use 
of the poison w as resumed, 
la conjunc­ 
tion with this series of studies on aduna he 
investigated the influence of tobacco on the 
circulation of hoys from 9 to 15 years o f' 
age, and discovered that not only did it 
produce palpitation of the heart and inter- 
imtteney of pulse, but also a peculiar con­ 
dition of the blood itself allied to ana-mia. 
Lszines», stupidity, and indisposition to 
apply the mind to study were traced, with 
probable accuracy, to the habit of smoking 
iu 
many 
of 
ti.cso 
lads, 
and, 
when 
formed early, 
he found 
that 
smoking 
gradually brought a predisposition to alco­ 
holic stimulants, and that, in some in­ 
stances, the starting point of a criminal 
career dated from the first secret indul­ 
gence of the vice—producing by slow de­ 
grees, when acting upon a constitution still 
extremely flexible, a complete moral and 
intellectual transformation as well as physi­ 
cal degeneracy. 
M. 
Decaiene, according 
to a Paris medicxl journal, has just con­ 
tributed to the annate of the same society 
a valuable appendix to his former paper, in 
which he takes up the effect of smoking 
upon women, forty-three cases of which 
have come under his observation since 
1865, when he commenced this special 
series of studies. 
Besides disturbance of 
the digestiva function which eyas common 
to them all, eight presented a marked in- 
termittency of the pulse without organic 
disease oí t$;e heart. 
No medical treat­ 
ment proved of the least avail to correct the 
distempered function, tonics and sedatives 
being equally powerless. 
A t length be was 
compelled to insist on his patients discon­ 
tinuing the use of tobáceo, and in each 
case wCere smoking was actually given up 
— the cautious writer says actually because 
he found women more inclined to deceive 
than men in this regard—the trouble was 
immediately relieved 
and 
ameliorated ; 
aud when the suppression of the habit was 
persevered in for a few weeks with steady 
purpose, the alarming symptoms disap­ 
peared altogether. 
M. Decaisne offers no 
rationale of tho action of the narcotic, aud 
enters into 
no analysis of 
the 
dis­ 
ease 
now 
familiar to popular parlance 
as smoker's heart; but here his observa­ 
tions ate supplemented by those of a care­ 
ful microscopic observer, who has discov­ 
ered that all narcotics—opium and its 
preparations, 
hasheesh, etc., as well as 
tobacco—act in a peculiar manner upon the 
colored corpuscles of the blood, producing 
the phenomenon styled crenation—that is, 
the margin of the corpuscle, instead of pos­ 
sessing the absolute regulaii y of margin 
noticed in the condition of health, presents 
a series of scallops eorrewhat irregular in 
their distribution. 
W hen viewed 
by 
oblique light under the microscope, this 
appearance is found to be due to the con­ 
version of the corpuscle into a minute sac. 
apparently containing some hundreds of 
spherical bodieB about one four-thousandth 
of a millimeter in diameter. 
In a few 
hours the sac ruptures and the imprisoned 
germs or organisms escape into the sur­ 
rounding plasma to form bacteria when the 
conditions are favorable. 
A few such 
crenated corpuscles, in the proportion of 
one to 350, occur in the circulation of per­ 
sons in normal health, not addicted to nar­ 
cotics ; 
but in the opium and tobacco 
habits, when of long standing, the ratio 
is sometimes as high as one degenerated 
corpuscle to ten healthy ones, and often at­ 
tains the figure of one to twenty-five or 
thirty. 
In such cases the countenance íb 
pale and almost cyanotic ; dork circles ap­ 
pear beneath the eyes, which lack lur* 
and are deeply sunken, and the reaper - 
tion is weak and easily disturbed, v. hile 
the heart palpitates violently upon very 
slight muscular exertion. 
An incident il­ 
lustrating the sequel of this appearance of 
the blood occurred a few m oathsago in the 
office of a manufacturing outician of this 
city. 
As the Professor of Microscopy in 
one of our medical colleges dropped in a 
gentleman of evidently largo v. t sith and 
finished intellectual culture was just leav­ 
ing the office with a cigar between his lips. 
He was a wealthy amateur, and had select­ 
ed a valuable microscope, using a dre»p of 
blood from his own finger as a test object. 
The instiument was still adjusted, and the 
slide still beneath the lens. 
The Professor 
glanced at it, then moved the slide to and 
fro, so as to study one field after another ; 
then counted a few fields, and made a rapid 
computation. 
The optician looked on in 
astonishment. 
“ That gentleman is one of 
our best customers,” he said ; “ buys more 
heavily than half a dozen Professors.” 
“ And is this a drop of his blood?” asked 
thn man of science, mnringly. 
The pur­ 
veyor of lenses assented. 
“ Very w ell,” 
replied the Professor, “ tell your best cus­ 
tomer, if you can without impertinence, 
that unless he stops smoking at once he 
has not many months to live.” 
But he did 
not atop. 
A few weeks later he went to 
Europe, thinking a sea voyage might recruit 
his wasted energies. 
Iu a few weeks more 
his death was announced by telegraph from 
Paris, where the doctors styled his disease 
a general breaking up.—[New Yrork Times. 


T iik W a s h in g t o n M o n u m e n t a t F h i l - 
ADEL1TTIA.—The monument to W ashington 
for Philadelphia, which is to be in place in 
1891, and to cost $140,000, has been de­ 
signed by Professor Siemering, of Berlin, 
and the contract ia signed. 
Tfle substruct­ 
ure consists of a huge stone terrace with 
two great steps, on tho lower of which ail 
four sides are occupied by bronze groups 
of human figures and animals, all of them 
above life size. 
For the latter the most 
characteristic species of American quadru­ 
peds have been selected—the deer, horse» 
bullock, grizziy bear, 
buffalo, American 
panther, etc. 
They are all in a lying posi­ 
tion, and between each of them are placed 
the human figures which represent an In­ 
dian warrior, an Indian squaw, a river cod 
and a goddess. 
These aie in recumbent 
attitudes, and partly raised upper bodies. 
On a pedestal bearing an oval platform 
stands an equestrian Washington, twice 
the size of life. His head is turned slightly 
to the left. 
In his right hand he holds a 
field-glass against his thigh. 
The large 
side panels of the pedestal are filled by two 
bronze fiat relievos, with numerous figures, 
representing on one side the departure for 
the war, and on the other the return of tbe 
troops. 
The front and rear are occupied 
by two other allegorical groups in high re­ 
lievo, or nearly full figures. 
Tbe former 
represents Liberty awakened and calling 
up the Bleepers for the defense of their 
menaced rights, and tho latter shows the 
blessings m a gloriously gained independ­ 
ence in the figure of Victorious Liberty, 
bolding in her hands the sea-governing tri­ 
dent aud an overflowing cornucopia, while 
the soldiers are placing laurel wreaths and 
captured flags at her feet.

Increased Interest In Jersey Stock—A gri­ 
cultural Journals and th eir Sur­ 
roundings—Septem ber Rains. 


Those who examined the cattle exhibited 
at the late State Fair were struck with the 
lar¿e exhibit of Jersey cattle as compared to 
the exhibit of other breeds of stock and com­ 
pared to the extibiis of Jerseys in former 
years. We are not prepared to state the 
number of either breed on exhibition, but we 
think there were more than double as many 
Jeu ejB as of any other breed. Only a few 
years 3go the first Jersey made its appear­ 
ance at the State Fair, and at that time it 
was regarded as a curiosity, aud was almost 
the subject of ridicule. The idea that ani­ 
mals like those could become popular as 
milch cows was considered impossible. A 
great many regarded it as but a little, if any, 
improvement on the old Spanish stock uf the 
country. The color was similar, and its loose 
build and peaked points were quite sug­ 
gestive of the wild animals that roamed the 
plains of the State before the settlement of 
the country by Americans. 
The Jerseys 
were smaller than the Spanish cattle, 
and to a close observer had no other 
resemblance except in a general ground color. 
Within a few years they have became the 
most popular cattle in the State for the dairy 
and for the use, as cows, of private families. 
No one now thinks of buying a shorthorn for 
a family cow, and few use them in the pure 
blood for the dairy. The cross between the 
Jerseys and the shorthorns makes a good 
bodied, short-legged cow, of mild disposition 
and a good milker. Her hair is fine and soft 
and generally of solid colors. She gives rich 
milk, and a good quantity of it, and will give 
milk just as long as she is well fed and care­ 
fully handled. That is, she gives milk from 
the time she comes in one year till the time 
she comes in the next year. We do not ap­ 
prove of milking so long as this, however. 
The calves are not large, but they are strong 
and hardy and feed well. Of course the 
thoroughbred shorthorns are more valuable 
for bter cattle, but for the dairies give us the 
cross. We have had no experience with the 
cross between the Jerseys aud the Ayrshire?. 
W e see no reason why they should not make 
good mflch cows, but they w.uld be too 
small for general use, and the quality of the 
milk would not be ss good. Both the Dur­ 
ham aud the Jersey give rich urilb, and the 
Jersey, being the older and more thoroughly 
fixed breed, transmits its characteristics, in­ 
cluding the riehnt-ss of the milk, to the 
mixed progeny. The people of the State are 
right in giving encouragement to imp rters 
and breeders of Jersey cattle, and we are 
satisfied that their continued use ia the dairy 
will be kept up. In numbers, the stuck ex­ 
hibition, so far as horned stock was c n 
cerneu, was not up to the exhibi­ 
tions 
of 
ma y 
former 
years, 
but 
we asked a prominent Jersey breeder 
how it compared with the exhibitions of for­ 
mer years, and rec-ived tire reply that it was 
better than ever before, and for the reason 
that there were more Jerseys on exhibition. 
The Jerseys are becoming much more gener­ 
ally Uisttiouted than any other inq orted 
thoroughbred stock, for the reason that bo 
many are purchased and kept in the towns 
and cities for family use, These are generally 
well cared for, and are bred to bulls of their 
own breed, and the caives are ail raised aud 
go into the hands of neighbors and friends, 
to be kept in the same way and for the same 
g 
urpose—for family c iws. Thus they are 
acoming introduced everywhere aud are in­ 
creasing rapidly. 
A gricultural Journals and Their Sur­ 
roundings. 
All agricultural journals should be pub­ 
lished in the country, where their surround­ 
ings are such as are likely to inspire love and 
enthusiasm for agriculture. They Bhould also 
be published by men who have had experi­ 
ence as practical agriculturists, and they 
should be edited by men of the same class. 
Otherwise they are apt to become agricult­ 
ural journals only in name. Man is a creat­ 
ure of circumstances. He sympathizes with 
and becomes a part of his surroundings. He 
imbibes the ideas and sympathies of his asso­ 
ciates and associations, and in his writings 
and publications he reflects those opinions 
and sympathies. If surrounded by commer­ 
cial and mercantile men he becomes a part of 
such men, in one sense. He becomes ac­ 
quainted with their transactions, with their 
successes and iosses, with their hopes and 
fears, with their aspirations and ambitions, 
and naturally and sympathetically partakes 
of all thess feelirg*, and reflects these feelings 
in his conversation and communications. 
Thus it is that those agricultural journal 
that are pub ished in large commercial 
cities become in reality more commercial 
thm agricultural j ournals. They seek out and 
obtain commercial patronage, and in return 
for this patronage aud support are compelled 
to listen to aud advocate commercial inter­ 
ests. This would be all right, if commercial 
interests always ran parallel with and cor­ 
responded with agricultural interests. But 
this is not the case, but quite the contrary. 
It is true that when agriculture of any 
country is prosperous the commercial inter­ 
ests of the earns country are apt to be in a 
prosperous condition also, just as when we 
have an abandonee of snow and rain in the 
mountains, the rivers run full of water. 
But commerc.-, to a great extent, depends on 
agricuirure for its prosperity, and the men 
engaged in commerce and general trading 
make their nr fits, to a great extent, en 
handling agricultural products and agricult­ 
ural supplies. They therefore resort often to 
doubtful ehif s and shams to reduce prices of 
agricultural products in first hands, and the 
frequent repetition < t these shifts and shams, 
ana the great number of pereons engaged in 
their perpetration, leads each individual in­ 
terested in them to smother any conscientious 
scruples he may have as au individual and 
shift all resp meibility from himself to the 
shoulders of others, whom, he says, would go 
to the same extent even if he were not en­ 
gaged with them. In other words, he satisfies 
his own conscience by spreading out all respon­ 
sibility till it rests on him so lightly that he 
does not feel it. The j urnal that exists in the 
midst of this atmosphere necessarily draws its 
life and inspiration from its surroundings, and 
can not well be true to the best interests of 
the farmer at all times, llsnce we find it 
often occupying doubtful positions on impor­ 
tant questions as betw.ea the agricultural 
and commeicial interests, and very seldom 
squarely on either side of such questions. 
We would not have an agricultural or com­ 
mercial journal on either aide of the interest 
of either industry to the exclusion of justice 
and right, but we would have both true 
to the interest they represent, and fair to the 
opp site interest. We do not believe a com­ 
mercial journal could exist in a purely agri­ 
cultural community from wbichitdrew a large 
share of its support and inspiration, acd at 
the same time be true to the interests of com­ 
merce. And we do not (¡believe the con­ 
verse of this position. All our commercial 
journals are located in commercial centers, 
and ao should all our agricultural journals be 
located in agricultural centers. The com­ 
mercial journals are expected, and it is de­ 
manded of them, that they forward the beat 
interests of their clients, under any and all 
circumstances ; and so it should be expected 
and required ¿hat agricultural jsurnals should 
at all times forward the best interests of 
their clients under any and all circumstances. 
We hold they cannot do this when their sur­ 
roundings and inspirations are not agricult­ 
ural. 
_______ 
The Septem ber Rains. Etc 
September rains are not uncommon in this 
State, and yet we cannot say they are com­ 
mon or usual. Nor do we think they can be 
considered as indicating anything as to the 
succeeding winter or rainy season.* We have 
had very wet winters following Septembers in 
which we had heavy rains, and we have had 
very dry winters following Septembers in 
which there was not a drop of rain fell. W» 
do not, therefore, think the recent showers and 
cold weather have any significance as to the 
weather for the coming witter. Nor do we 
think they give us any indication of the prob­ 
able early setting in of the rainy season, or 
the contrary. About all the significance that 


we can gather from the late rains is that for 
this September we have had an early rain­ 
storm or succession of Bhowers, and 
we may or may Dot have them re­ 
peated, or have similar ones at any time. 
There are other facts and circumstances, how­ 
ever, that may be taken as indicative of the 
probable weather during the coming winter. 
We have not the rain-tab!is by us for the 
last thirty two years, and will therefore only 
state them from recollection and in general 
terms. Since 1K49 the seasons, ao far as 
amount of rainfall is concerned, seem to have 
been divided into periods or clusters of six or 
seven years each. During this period, or 
during each seven years, we hove had 
one season of maximum rainfall and 
one season of minimum rainfall, and the 
other seasons in each period have been char­ 
acterized by gradations, or ascending or de 
scending scales, making the full amount of 
rainfall of each period, or cluster of years, 
very nearly equal. Following out this idea, 
or aevsn-ytar period, the present year ia the 
one, or iu which wo should have the mini­ 
mum of raiu for the period ending in 18bi 
Now there may be nothing in the above ob­ 
servation», but a careful study of the tables 
will certainly attract the attention of a 
thoughtful mind, and tend to fasten a con- 
vi.tiou that there is seme significance in the 
uniformity of the recurrence uf the same gen­ 
eral result. 
* 
California Bermuda Grata. 
There is in California a grass which seems 
to be indigenous here, and which is extend­ 
ing rapidly over the low river bottoms, that 
very much resembles the imported Bermuda 
grass. 
The manner of its growing and 
spreading over the soil by runners, which, at 
each jjint, have roots penetrating the soil, 
seems to be very similar to the Bermuda 
grass. The leaf and the seed, head and blos­ 
som, are the same as those of the common 
Bermuda grass, but the seed is larger 
and of different shape and color. The habits 
of this grass are very similar to those of the 
Bermuda grass proper. Both retain life un­ 
der water, however deep and however long 
covered. Both come forward ¡ate in the 
spring, and both are cut short in growth 
early in the fall upon the occurrence of cold 
weather. Both are very tenacious of life 
under cultivation—a division of roots only 
seeming to stimulate growth and rapid exten­ 
sion. By some this grass is called butter 
grass, from the fact that cows feeding on it 
give such rich milk that makes so much and 
good butter. It is barely possible that it is 
iadentieal with the imported Bermuda grass, 
and only grows coarse in consequence of the 
richness of the soil which it finds cn our rich 
bottom lands. Whatever may he the true 
name or class of this grass, it is one cf the 
most valuable native grasses we have, and 
about the only oDe that is perennial. 
A Splendid Peach. 
One of the finest clingstone peaches we 
have ever seen was placed on exhibition at 
the State Fair by the well known nursery­ 
man and orchardist of Washington, Yolo 
county, C- W. Reed. We understand that 
Mr. Reed discovered the peach growing on a 
seedling ir e in Sacramento, and seeing at 
once its superior value -secured all the buds 
from the tree with which to hud a portion of 
his seedling trees he has raised from seed this 
season. The peach is very large, highly col­ 
ored, and has every appearance, in form and 
otherwise, of being a freestone. The puip 
is a rich yellow, and of very fine grain and 
flavor. Mr. Rred regards his find as worth 
thousands of dollars to him and a great 
acquisition to the State. If no name has al­ 
ready been given this peach, we suggest as 
very appropriate the name “ Sacramento.” 


HOUSEHOLD BINTS. 
Thin slices of bread dipped in tomato 
sauce, and then fried in butter until they 
are brown, take the place of an omelet. 
This is a good way to utilize stale bread. 
The rind of a lemon is recommended by 
a noted cook as giving a delicate flavor to 
tomato catsup. It should not be put in 
until the catsnp is done and is cool. Out 
it in small pieceB. 
When about to broii fish it is a good plan 
to grease the gridiron well with a httie 
lard. You will not be troubled then by 
having about half the fish sticking to the 
gridiron when you attempt to remove it to 
the piatter. 
If you wish to clean your spice-mill, you 
will find that by grinding a handful of raw 
rice through it this can be accomplished. 
The particles of spice and pepper or coffee 
will not adhere to it after this rice is 
ground through it. 
A handsome and yet simple, ea-ily-made 
sofa-cushion cover is made of one square of 
satin ; on this embroider a spray of flowers; 
it may done with Kensington stitch and 
crewels or with the popular ribbon em­ 
broidery. Finish the edge with a cord or 
fringed silk. 
Pretty and odd chairbacks are made of 
squares of linen and of satin. This seems 
at first a strange combination,.but the effect 
is excellent. Where the squares are joined 
cover the seams with fancy stitches. The 
satin squares may be left without orna­ 
mentation, and all the work be put on the 
linen ones. Embroidery, or paiDting, or 
etching are the favorite methods employed. 
Sometimes the mackerel intended for 
breakfast is not fresh enough in the morn­ 
ing to be eatable ; it ia then a good time to 
serve boiled mackerel. Wrap the li di in 
a cloth securely, so that yon can lift it 
from the kettle when it is tender without 
breaking it. If you change the water two 
or three times, it will freshen in a very few 
minutes ; do not change from boiling water 
to cold, but pour from the teakettle each 
time. 
Lemon shortcake requires a rich and 
very light crust ; it must not be too thick, 
either ; when baked, out it open and 
spread butter on the upper and under 
parts ; then put in a fi ling made of the 
rmd, juice and pulp of two lemons, one 
heaping cup of sugar, and cop of cream; 
if you cannot procure cream, make the 
filling as for lemon jflly cake, with water 
thickened with cornstarch, in place of 
cream ; cook in a basin set in a pan of 
boiling water. 
Blackberries need to be cooked a long 
time in order to expel the air from them—a 
much longer time is necessary for raspber­ 
ries. Let them cook slowly, until the ber­ 
ries have shrunk at least half; unless you 
do this there is likely to be enough air left 
in to start fermentation. If there is more 
juice than you like to have in the cans, you 
can boil it down and pour over the berries, 
or Btrain it and boil for jelly. 
Tomato salad is an agreeable entre, and 
goes exceedingly well with almost any 
dinner, but particularly well with fried 
or mast meats. To half a dozen medium­ 
sized tomatoes, with the skins removed 
and the tomatoes sliced, add the yolks of 
two hard-boiled eggs, also one raw egg, 
well beaten and mixed with a tablesp .on- 
ful of melted butter, a teaspoonfal of 
sugar, with cayenne pepper and salt to suit 
the taste. When all these are mixed thor 
oughly, add half of a small cupfnl of vine­ 
gar. 
Good plain gingerbread is made of two 
pounds of flour, half a pound of butter, 
half a pound of sugar, two tableepoonfuD 
each of cinnamon and ginger, one pint of 
molasses, a tcaspoouful of soda dissolved 
in a haif a cup of sweet milk ; if you have 
sour milk, use that, and a half a teaspoon­ 
ful of soda. Bike in very thin layers ; 
mark each ¡ayer with a fork in lines an 
inch apart. The oven should be hot when 
the gingerbread is put in. 
Jelly made from unripe grapes, just be­ 
fore they change from green to purple, is 
very delicate. Wash the grapes, after 
picking them from the stems, in several 
waters, then put them in a porcelain 
kettle ; wash them before putting them on 
the stove, as then you will not need to put 
any water with them, and of course the 
less time it will take to boil the juice. Put 
the grapes when sufficiently cooked in a 
bag made of firm flannel, and let the juice 
strain oat without squeezing, if possible.

M at works 
of this character have been too voluminous 
for the student in the seminary aud high 
schools, and the great mass of them treat ot 
but one department of the nnnd—the intel­ 
lect. In ProfeBsor Mahan’s work he has cer­ 
tainly given us a book tfca- presents a suf­ 
ficiently ample and clear elucidation of the 
whole subject, yet it is concise, and will not 
discourage or overburden. Those who enter 
upon a study of this rctavo volume, if they 
will first acd thoroughly master the prelim­ 
inary definitions and elucidations, will pass 
through the other portions of the woik with 
pleasure as well as profit.

The evidences adduced ia favor of this 
work warrant the judgment that it will 
prove to engireera and firemrn a book of 
valuable reference, and those who own or 
use steam-power it will enable to exercise an 
intelligent supervision over it and those whom 
they employ to manage it. Ic-is undeniable 
that very many who run steam engines are 
men of rather limited education. For such a 
book of this character mu-it ho written in 
very plain language, acd this is just what 
Mr. E iwards has dune—he has employed no 
symbols beyond their comprehension. 
For private reading, a» wed as for use as a 
manual for instruction, P. V. N. Myeis has 
presented to the public aa octavo volume 
bearing the title "Outlines of Ancient His­ 
tory,” from the earliest limes to the fall of 
the western Roman empire, A. D. 470. It is 
from the press of Harper & Bros., New York, 
aud is for sale by A. L. Bancroft & Co., San 
Francisco. Mauuals of history 'that are 
placed in the hands of students are too often 
dry and uninteresting because of the method 
of treatment. Tfcev are too often mere in­ 
ventarías ot events, acd hence fail to awaken a 
proper interest iu what should be one of the 
most engaging of studies. Often, when this 
fault is avoided iu the attempt to make the 
narotive interesting, the perspective is found 
to be luise aud misleading, iu the effort to 
compress the his tory of the earliest times into 
a small space. The avoidance of these errors 
seems to have been the aim of the author of 
the volume under notice—and that he has 
had a fair measure of success, tho-e who ex­ 
amine his book with care will be lead to con­ 
fess. For instai.ee, in this introduction to 
what should fodow—full reading—he has 
avoided too much consideration of dynastic 
and political annals. He has preferred to let 
ethnological rather than chronological meth­ 
ods govern. In the latter system all the 
streams that go to make up the histori­ 
cal river are treated at tue same time 
—that is to tay, the effort is to bring them all 
along together, by constantly going back and 
bringing up the connections. In the ethnolo­ 
gical method, however, the system is to trace 
separately each tributary from its source to 
its union with the main stream. The author 
has acted upon another idea also, and that is 
that, as he expresses it, “ the character and 
work of a Moses, a Solon, or a Lycurgns, 
have bren far more potent elements in the 
formation of the complex product that we 
call civilization, and are therefore more wor­ 
thy of a place in our thoughts, as students of 
a growing humanity, than the petty wars and 
intrigues cf kings and emperors, whose only 
claim upon otir attention is that the accidents 
of history have maue them titled personages.” 
We are pleased with th(| author’s work, and 
can recommend it to be placed in the hands 
of first readers of history—by which we do 
not mean, however, mere juveniles, but those 
who are preparing for a serious study of 
ancient history, and those who are so circum­ 
scribed by time aud circumstance that they 
must be contont with condensation and 
treatise. 
Decidedly one of the most attractive novels 
we have read in these latter days is from the 
pen of Etiuls Gaboriau, and Í3 published bv 
Estes & Lauriat, Boston. It is entitled 
" The Slaves of Paris.” It is a complete un­ 
veiling of the Bystem of blackmailing that is 
practiced by certain classes in Paris^put iu 
the forai of aa absorbing romance, with a 
plot of the most intricate character. Bat the 
novelist at no time so involves the reader as 
to le-ssn the interest, or to confuse or weary 
the understanding. G..boriau is at once one 
of the most adroit arid most tantalizing of 
novelists. He wins the atientioD, aud before 
the reader is well aware of it he ban him in­ 
terested in the most intricate of mazes, that 
cads for ail the thought and consideration of 
the reader, and that does not allow him to 
speculate iu the least ss to the probable out­ 
come of the story. Withal, he is critical, 
and hi.» pow ers of analysis of human motives 
show him to be a student of men, and Dads 
one to believe that he would make aa admir­ 
able detective. It cannot be considered an 
objection that he prefers to deal with the 
lowest types—they exist. Tuey are vital 
factors in our Bocial system, aud he presents 
them in their strongest lights aud deepest 
shadows, and if they are at times revolting 
they are none the less true to the original». 
Among modern French writers ws know of 
none more fruitful, vigorous or interesting 
than Gaberian. This is also to be said of 
him ; there is not a line—hewsver low the 
character pictured, or however vile the sub­ 
ject treated—but may be read without a shock 
tn modesty or a blush. The book is for sale 
by Bancroft it Co., San Francisco. 
Mis. T. W. Dewing was the author of a 
neat and very interesting little volume re­ 
cently. entitled " Beaut.y in Dress.” We 
noted it at the time with much favor. Mrs. 
Dewing has now given ua, however, a book of 
far greater value, and which should be in the 
hands of every housewife in the land. It is 
entitled “ Beauty in the Household.” If the 
reader is not c nvinced by the text, or sees íd 
his or her experience reason to disagree with 
the an'.hor, yet the volume will be found 
full of suggestion, and in the discussion of 
the subject there is profit.

In tbc rommer of the year 1797 the author of the 
following fragment, then in ill health, had retired 
toa lonely farm house between Porlock and Linton, 
on the Exmoor confines of Somerset and Devon­ 
shire. 
In consequence of a slight indisposition, an 
anodyne had beet prescribed, from the effect of 
which be fell afdeep m his chair at the moment that 
he was reading the following sentence, or words of 
the eaa.» substance, in “ Purchas’ Pilgrimage:” 
“ Here the Khan Kubla commanded a palace to be 
built, and a stately garden thereto. And thus ten 
miles of fertile ground were inclosed wiih a wall.” 
The author continued for about three hours in a pro­ 
found sleep, at least of the external senses, during 
which time he has the most vivid confidence that he 
could not have t*mpo*ed less than from two to 
three hundred lines, if that indeed can be called 
composition, in which all the images rose up before 
him as things with a parallel production of the cor­ 
respondent expressions, without any sensation or 
consciousness of tlf -rt. On awaking he apt -eared to 
himself to have a distinct recollection of the whole, 
and taking his pen, ink and paper, instantly wrote 
down the lines that are here preserved. At this 
moment he was unfortunately called out by a per 
son on business from Porlock, and detained by him 
above an Lour, aud on his return to his room found, 
to his no era ill surprise end mortification, that 
though he btiil retained some vague and dim recol­ 
lection of the general purport of the vision, yet with 
the exeepti m of some eight or ten scattered lines 
and images, all the rest had passed away like the 
images on the surface of a stream into which a stone 
had been C a/t; but, alas ! without the after rcbtora 
ti -n of the latier. 
In Xanadu did Kubla Khan 
. 
A stately pleasure dome decree : 
Where Aloh, the sa?r«d river, ran 
Through caverns measureless to man 
iJown to a sunless sea. 
So twice five tttieeof fertile ground 
With walls anu towers were girdled round : 
And there were gardens bright with sinuous rills. 
Where blossom'd many an incense-hearing trees: 
And here were forests ancient as the hills, 
Enfolding sunny spots of greenery. 
Hut oh ! that deep romantic chiam which slanted

CHATTER I. 
M inister of a parish in a densely popu­ 
lated m anufacturing town in the south of 
Scotland, and having suffered severely 
from fever, I gladly accepted an olferm ade 
me by a friend to go for a few m onths in 
sum m er to take charge of a parish in the 
w est H ighlands, a remote district on the 
Beacons t. 
In order to appreciate thoroughly the 
beauty of th e scenery to which I went, and 
realize the exquisite freshness given by the 
sea breezes, one m ust have arffered as I 
had suffered from the constant smoke and 
d irt which made open windows alm ost a 
forbidden pleasure. 
H ow I had longed 
and panted for fresh air ! and here the very 
act of breathing was a pleasure. As health 
returned 1 besan to w ander far and wide, 
and one day I found m yself exploring a 
long stretch of moor seemingly interm ina­ 
ble. 
H eather, not y et in full bloom, and 
countless marsh flowers were mingled to ­ 
gether ; piles of peat were drying in the 
wind ; all this lay before me and around 
me on th e one hand, while on the other, 
far below my feet, the sea lay sparkling as 
each wave caught the sunlight on its crest. 
On the opposite coast roBe the beautiful 
hills of Skye ; the breeze sw ept the clouds 
overhead fast, and their shifting lights and 
shadows made their forms seem ever new ; 
m yriads of sea birds whirled high above 
me, screaming to each other in ceaseless 
uproar ; larks sang joyously through it all ; 
and all the tim e the grand m onotony of the 
rolling w aters breaking upon the rocks 
chanted an accompaniment. 
A fter walking some distance I came to 
one of those sudden breaks in the land 
forming a narrow glen. 
I t was w atered by 
a burn charged w ith the brow n memory of 
the peaty soil through which it passed, and 
growing pnrer and clearer as it filtered 
through th e stones, leaping over others as 
th e descent grew deeper, till it fell in one 
lovely glittering shower into the sea. 
The ground rose abruptly on either side 
of it, and on th e banks all th e way down 
prim roses grew In utm ost profusion—late 
primroses, such a3 can hardly be found 
elsewhere, w ith such exquisite freshness, 
such long stem s and such luxuriant leaves ; 
th eir very look brought a sudden sense of 
coolness and springtide. 
Beside them , in 
som ewhat stately beauty, tall foxgloves 
reared their head, ju st coming into bloom, 
and of every imaginable hue—pure w hite, 
delicate pink, w ith splashes of a darker 
color in theit hearts, and beautiful crimson, 
w ith dainty brown pencilings. 
Ferns grew 
in th eir teoderest g reen s; 
clnb-mosses 
showed every gradation of tin t, from rich­ 
est em erald to olive-green ; a few silver­ 
stem m ed birch-trees dipped and moved, 
sw ayed by th e wind, and forming a lovely 
contrast to some sturdy, stiff Scotch pines 
th at stood a t th e head of the glen, as 
though they were its sentinels. 
N ear these pines, and sheltered by a ris­ 
ing ground behind it, stood a shielding or 
cottage, hum bly built, but w ith evidences 
of unusual care in its surroundings. N oth­ 
ing of the untidiness th a t speaks of a h ar­ 
ried life was there ; a paling, alm ost con­ 
cealed by honeysuckle and the common 
A yrshire rose, fenced the little g a rd en ; 
more honeysuckle was trained against the 
wall : and the_ windows stood wide open. 
It was th e only sign of man or his habita­ 
tion 1 had seen in my walk, and as I sat 
down on the bank to rest and eat my 
luncheon, I wondered if the people living 
in this solitude were in any way influenced 
by the beauty which surrounded them , or 
w hether they lived unappreciative lives, 
not knowing th at th eir “ lines ” had fallen 
in such “ pleasant places.” 
In a m oment or two m y thoughts were, 
in a m easure, answ ered ; the door of the 
cottage opened, and a girl came out w ith a 
dish under her arm piled w ith clothes she 
had been washing. 
She paused for a mo­ 
m ent, as though a little dazzled by the sun, 
and looked round as if she thoroughly en­ 
joyed the beauty th a t lay about her : and 
then, w ith a swift, light step she came 
down the bank till she stood on a flat atone 
ciose to where the burn was im prisoned in 
a sort of pool, 
-o ttin g down th e clothes, 
she began to rinse them in the clear w ater 
and w ring them out, then holding them up 
she shook them out one by one, and threw 
them on th e tan k . 
I t was the homeliest 
possible occupation, and her dress differed 
in nothing from the dress of most H ighland 
girls—a short 1 nsey petticoat, a jacket of 
some washing m aterial, w ith the sleeves 
rolled high np above the elbow ; bu t her 
gestures were full of grace, and her hair 
was of a rich ruddy brown, th a t shed a 
sort of light round her head, and reminded 
me of old pictures I had seen. 
I was unw illing to remain so near her 
w ithout letting her know of my presence, 
«o I rose and w ent down the bank to 
speak to her. 
She answered me w ith the 
u tte r absence of self-consciousness and witn 
th e sim ple directness possessed by all fíne 
natures ; her m anner was reserved but 
kindly, and her voice was low-toned and 
musical. 
She was net beautiful, if besuty 
depends upon feature and outline, b ut she 
had a m ost interesting and pathetic expres­ 
sion in her dark eyes, and when she smiled 
her face lit np wonderfully, 
She offered 
me refreshm ent, which I declined, but I 


acoepted her invitation to rest for a little 
while in the cottage. 
There is no nse in trying to account for 
the interest claimed by one stranger when 
many pass by unheeded ; bu t from the first, 
before I knew her, I felt th a t this girl had 
a history, and th a t in some way she bad 
suffered, and borne nobly. 
The cottage a t first seemed dark after the 
sunshine, bu t as my eyes became accus­ 
tom ed to th e subdued light, I saw th e figure 
of an old woman lying on a bed at the 
farthest end of the room. 
I had never seen 
any one living so absolutely devoid of 
color as she was — hair and face were 
bleached—nothing b a t the keen and rest­ 
less look oi her eyes, and th e incessant 
movem ent of her long, th in hands busily 
knitting, spoke of life. 
The girl w ent up to her, and told her in 
a low voice who I was, and then placed a 
chair for me by the bedside ; and as I sat 
down, I felt conscious of a peculiar feeling, 
as though in the presence of some wierd 
being, and I sat silent for a little by th e 
side of this motionless figure, under the 
gaze of those piercing and questioning 
eyes. 
W hen she spoke the impression was 
increased, as it was in a clear, shrill w his­ 
per th a t Eeemed to reverhrate through the 
room in a m anner absolutely startling. 
I asked if she had been long lying there, 
and she said, “ N early eleven years,” w ith 
a little sigh. 
“ Does your granddaughter alw ays live 
w ith you ?” I asked. 
Sue looked at me quickly, ‘; Do ye mean 
Jean ? 
She’s no my granddaughter ; she’s 
only Je a n .” 
" O n ly Je an .” 
I thought it sounded a 
etrauge way of naming the active-looking 
girl before me, moving to and fro so qu i­ 
etly about household m atters, but it was 
not said unkindly. 
W as it only my fancy, 
or did a brighter color come into her face 
as she heard the words ? 
I 6tayed some little tim e th e re ; and 
though the old woman (and whose nam e I 
found was Elspetb, commonly called W idow 
G rant) did not ask me to return, 
Bhe 
looked pleased when 1 offered to do s o ; 
and I left the place interested in m y new 
acquaintance», Jean showing me a quicker 
bu t D o t so beautiful a way home, across 
the moor. 


c h a p t e r n . 


The parishioners of whom I was now in 
charge lived in w idely-scattered houses, 
and I could not often help contrasting 
their lives with the lives of m y own peo­ 
ple in th e south. 
There everything was 
contracted anil sm all—space w7as our m ost 
needed thing—families were huddled to­ 
gether in houses made more d irty and 
w retched by w hat is called a “ common 
stair,” and which it was therefore no one’s 
business to keep clean ; and though an in­ 
spection was made now and then by Sani­ 
tary Commissioners, and charitable people 
did their best, there are a thousand ways 
m which sanitary laws can be evaded ; and 
charitable people, w ith a few notable ex­ 
ceptions, have the m ost unhappy knack of 
assisting the wrong people. 
W ho can 
blame them ? 
As a rule, the deserving 
poor are exactly those who shrink from 
help, and who, w ith a handful of meal 
and hardly a potato left, show a brave 
face to the world and allow no necessity to 
apDear. 
The very poor are everyw here deserving 
of p ity ; hut in the country fresh air, a 
little firewood, and, above all, pure w ater, 
are to bo had for nothing. 
Ia tow ns the 
first is often not to be g o t; th e poor can­ 
not afford to buy the second ; and when I 
think of the w ater rate—I am no political 
economist— I have a most unjust dislike to 
the man who collects th e w ater rate—and 
I never could see w hy God’s free gift to 
man shonld be sold in spoonfuls a t the cost 
of many lives ! 
However, much is being 
done and more will follow. 
Here, in this beantiful place, space was 
quite unlim ited. 
A ll down th e hillside 
linen lay bleaching in the sun, anil another 
contrast was not only in the way it was left 
o u t all night, bu t in the absence of belts, 
bars, and shutters in the bouses. 
N o t even 
the shop had shutters, and th eft was as u n ­ 
known there as though a m ounted guard 
w atched incessantly over th e place. 
The shop (there was bu t one) sold every 
imaginable thing, fiom treacle and herrings 
to needles and cheese, and the widow who 
kept the shop was an autocrat in her way. 
She was licensed to sell spirits, and it 
would be good for hum anity if all licensed 
individuals acted i>a the same lirm princi­ 
pies. 
To some she positively refused to 
sell it a t a ll; to others she allowed only 
w hat she considered right for them to have. 
She knew the private affairs of each indi 
vidual, and was guided by that. 
I have 
seen her refuse “ a dram ” to a lanky, shy- 
looking shepherd who asked for one, say­ 
ing to him in the tone you m ight use to an 
unreasonable child : 
“ Ilo o t aw a’, Sandy ; 
ye can weel your head is nae like ith er 
heads and a drap will set it spinniog. N a, 
na, man, gang hame, and dinna compare 
your head w ith ith e rs !” 
And the man 
quietly w ithdrew w ith a look of sheepish 
resignation. 
To another man she said, 
“ Surely, I didna hear ye rightly ; it’s na 
a dram ye’re seeking and your wife’s sae 
sober” (which did not refer to sobriety, as 
m ight be imagined, bu t to sickliness) 
W hen he showed tem per she said, w ith a 
change of voice th a t would have suited an 
actress, “ I ’m sorry I’ve no spirit good 
enough for you, Mr. Cran, bu t you’ll get it 
at the next shop.” which was exactly 
eleven miles off. 
W ith this carefulness for 
the welfare of her neighbors she was n ot at 
all above m aking a close hargain, and I feel 
convinced (and m y housekeeper never lets 
me forget it) th at I paid more than I ought 
to have done for some bandanas th a t I 
bought a t her shop. 
From this woman, who talked upon all 
subjects con amore, I heard a great deal 
about old Mrs. G rant and .Jean, and every­ 
thing I heard was to the credit of both. 
The old woman had been an excellent 
m other to a delicate daughter, who died of 
a broken heart on the sudden death of her 
husband. 
Toe only grandchild, “ K enneth 
M alcolm ,” had been brought up by the 
grandm other, and, as was often the case in 
Scotland before school boards caine in the 
way, he had received a first-rate education, 
and had turned out by all accounts a fine 
young fellow, steady and clever. 
Mrs. G rant had come to Burnside more 
than forty years before my first acquaint 
ance w ith the place : no odu knew why she 
had come there, or anything about her an­ 
tecedents. 
I t was supposed th a t the old 
laird was acquainted w ith her story, b ut 
he had never told it to anyone. 
H e had 
requested his Dephew azd successor to al­ 
low her to live out her life rent free, and, 
in addition to this, a small yearly sum was 
paid to her from some unknown source. 
She was incessantly bu»y, and her spinning 
and knitting were quite iamous. 
Jean bad 
gone to her when she W3S a well grown 
child of ten, and the relations between 
them were more those of m other than of 
mistress and servant. 
W hen she had been 
there tw o or three years m isfortunes began 
to come, and they never come singly. 
W idow G rant fell and h u rt herself b o much 
th a t s.ie did not recover the injury ; then 
she had a paralytic stroke, and by degrees 
sank into the complete state of helplessness 
in which she was when I first made her 
acquaintance. 
Jean's devotion was unceas­ 
ing. and her spinning and knitting filled 
up the gap when the poor old woman was 
helpless. 
V ery confused and various ac­ 
counts were given of how and w hy Ken- 
n -lh had gone away. 
All th at people 
knew for certain was th a t JeaD, for the 
first and only tim e since she had lived at 
Burnside, bad gone to Skye, and returned 
only the very day K enneth had left for 
New Zealand and th a t they had not met. 
N ot long after his departure the little 
sum of money which made the small house­ 
hold ao comfortable suddenly ceased ; aud 
W idow G rant had refused, in an excited 
and determ ined m anner, to allow any in ­ 
quiries to be made about it. 
Jean ac­ 
quiesced. 
T heir w ants were very few, b ut 
everybody said th a t since K enneth’s de­ 
parture she had not looked the same i and 
it was evident th at, as in all life’s histories, 
a romance was woven through it all. Though 
why, as bv all acconnts K enneth had b*-en 
“ sair set” on having her for his wife, ehe 
should have refused him, and haveac*uady 
b»en the cau«e of his leaving the country, 
was beyend the comprehension of every one. 


M y visits to Burnside became of great 
interest to me. 
The old woman began to 
look forw ard to my arrival w ith m uch evi­ 
dent pleasure, and the freshness and origin­ 
ality of Jean's rem arks were very pleasant. 
She had read nothing save the pages of 
nature so lavishly distributed round her ; 
b u t everything came w ith such acnte ob­ 
servance, and her m ind naturally was so 
refined, th a t I used to feel when w ith her 
as if I had more to learn from her than she 
could learn from me.

1 shall alw ays remember a certain au­ 
tum nal day, 
not long before I left ‘his 
highland spot—a day when the golden haze 
of an “ Indian sum m er” filled the air. 
In 
a valley stretching away through the hills 
some oats were ready to cut, and a neigh­ 
boring farm er who had im ported the first 
reaping machine to th a t part of th e coun­ 
try had lent it for the occasion. 
Every one turned out as though it were 
a festival. 
In harvest many a respectable 
m arried woman earns enough to clothe 
herself and her children for the rest of the 
year. 
The work is pleasant to them , and 
they are as proud of their quickness and 
dexterity as any L'mdon belle of her prow- 
c-ss in dancing. 
I t was certainly one cf 
the prettiest sights I ever saw ; the m any 
colors of the various dresses, the activity 
and m errim ent as the machine w orked 
round the field, leaving the straight lines 
of prostrate corn in its track in regular 
rows. 
A t stated intervals one woman and 
a man were placed : a dexterous little 
hand, woven from the cut corn, was laid on 
the ground, and an arm ful of corn laid upon 
it ; th en the m an’s stronger fingers knotted 
the ends round it, and set the sheaf up­ 
right. 
The driver and his fellows hurried 
on the horses and tried to keep the w ork­ 
ers b u s y ; and the workers, with m any a 
laugh and jest, exerted them selves w ith 
th eir utm ost quickness, in order to stand 
ostentatiously idle b* fore the machine came 
round again.

seek th e sm allest sh elter, an d se n t fo rth 
m elancholy ch irp s, as tho u g h to reassure 
them selves.

THE FIXED PERIOD THEORY OF CIVIL 
BBRVICE. 


List year Great Britain made neaily 2,700 000 
tens of puddled iron, and imported 90,010 tods 
besides. 
Yiseixu has 177 tobacco factories, which consume 
over 48,000,000 pounds of the weed each year. 
CtiiLOiuss in Austria will hereafter be obliged to 
tV.cnd school for eight years. 


The politicians who at first and for a 
long period thought it only necessary to 
scoff at Civil Service reform, have now re­ 
alized that there is a public opinion on the 
subject, and that the old sneers and jeers 
will not Berve. 
They have therefore 
changed their attitude. They now pre­ 
tend to be in favor of a reform of the 
system, but they express a holy horror of 
the establishment of " an aristocratic 
“ class," and they therefore propose that 
the tenure of office shall be fixed at some 
definite period. Some of them think 
four years long enough. Mr. Blaine has 
recently expressed the opinion that the 
tenure shonld be seven years. It is true 
that so far none of those politicians who 
have made concessions of this kind have 
shown the least disposition to put theory 
into practice. In fact they seem to think 
that nothing more can be expected of them 
than this acknowledgment of the neceesity 
for reform. On the other hand some of 
the civil service reformers profess them­ 
selves willing to put up with four or more 
years, or any fixed term whatever, for a 
beginning. Thus we find the Nalion say. 
ing : “ Tne reformers, we believe, will be 
“ glad of any step towards reform ; a four 
“ years’ tenure if they cannot have seven ; 
“ a seven years’ tenure if they cannot have 
“ tenure during good behavior.” We are 
compelled to dissent from this, however. 
We do not believe that the reformers are 
justified in accepting anything that looks 
in the direction of reform, and we hold, in 
particular, that a belief in the fixed period 
is incompatible with any intelligent com­ 
prehension of civil service reform. 
The ideas npon which the fixed-period 
system rests are fallacious. It is assumed 
that there is some danger in having a per­ 
manent class of office-holders. Now this 
assumption is absurd and unreasonable. 
The very essence of civil service reform 
consists in employing men because of their 
merit and ability. It follows necessarily 
from this that being thus employed they 
must be retained during good behavior. 
What is needed and sought is to give the 
public as good service as individuals in busi­ 
ness obtain. In order to effect that the 
public must offer the same inducements to 
meritorious applicants. Hitherto no >n 
ducements to meritorious applicants have 
been offered. On the contrary, all the in­ 
ducements that have been offered have 
been such as appeal only to objectionable 
and worthless applicants. Th6 first step in 
reform must be to give as good opportuni­ 
ties as can be had in private business. Bat 
to fix the term of office is to destroy the 
system In its infancy. By setting a 
limit on the term of 
office the 
Government will exclude at once all the 
most desirable applicants, will render the 
places not worth having save to politicians, 
and wili in effect continue and reinforce all 
the various abuses and evils of the existing 
arrangements. There is no reason or ex­ 
cuse for this limit to the tenure of office. 
What would be thought if a banker or 
merchant should advertise for clerks, an­ 
nouncing that they were only to hold office 
for four years at the utmost T What chance 
of obtaining the beet men would he have ? 
Is it not notorious that fixity of tenure is 
with the great majority of men the most 
important of all considerations in taking 
employment ? Do not men constantly con­ 
sent to accept a lower rate of remuneration 
in consideration ef steady employment? 
How then can a limited tenure have any 
other than a misehievovs effect? 
As to the arguments of the politicians 
about a “ privileged class,” and “ rotatioa 
“ in office,” and so forth, they are mere 
moonshine. No greater nonsense has ever 
been talked than that about establishing' 
an “ aristocracy ” by having fixed tenure in 
public office. Does any sane man suppose 
that the civil service of Great Britain ie 
an aristocracy ? Whoever imagines that 
knows knows very little about it. There is 
no more daugerof establishing an aristocracy 
in that way than there is of domg the same 
thing through the operations of the system 
which has always prevailed in private busi­ 
ness. As to the doctrine that every man 
has the same right to hold office, and 
that therefore no set of men ought to 
be allowed to hold office long, it is pneriie. 
The fact is that every maa has not the 
same right to hold office. The Govern­ 
ment is entitled to the best service it can 
procure. It is the interest of the whole 
nation to obtain the best service that can 
be had. And it follows from this that no 
man has any right to hold office save as he 
can demonstrate his entire fitness, and even 
then only when he can do so without dis­ 
placing an equally competent person. 
Tae most vicious and imbecile principle 
ever admitted into a Government of sane 
people is that of rotation in office. Linked 
inextricably with it are Incompetence and 
Corruption, and these three abuses have sat­ 
urated the civil service undei the appliction 
of the old system which our politicians are 
so reluctant to part with. 
And because this has been bo notorious 
a failure we are opposed to any compro­ 
mise with it. The only effect of a limited 
tenure of office can be to prolong the exist­ 
ence of the spoils system. It would take 
at least the period named in the first law 
filing the limit, to ascertain the failure of 
the scheme. Under Mr. Biaine'a plan we 
should therefore have seven years more 
of had government, or at least of unsatis­ 
factory government; and all this pro­ 
traction of abuses for no other purpose 
than to effect a compromise on a subject 
which never can be settled in such a way. 
It seems to us very necessary to recognize 
the fact that civil service reform cannot 
be applied in spots or by installments. 
There are pertain principles which cannot 
be omitted from any experiment in that 
direction, and the most important of them 
is .tenure daring good behavior. To Bay 
that men shall not be removed but for 
cause, yet that at the expiration of four 
or seven years they shall be removed 
anyhow, is a 
proposition not worthy 
of rational beings. If it is unjust to re­ 
move men without cause, it is always wrong 
to do so, and a short term bill would 
merely regulate and legitimize the worst 
abuses of the spoils system. 
Moreo­ 
ver it must be impossible to get the 
best men to enter 
a service 
in 
which they cannot make a career. It is 
the prospect and hope of promotion which 
give strength to Government service, ae it 
is the tame hope and prospect which ani­ 
mate men in all the walks of life. W ith­ 
hold these, ami yon exclude the most ener­ 
getic and competent members of the com­ 
munity altogether. You thus degrade the 
civil service, and deteriorate it. 
The 


Government is deprived of the services of 
the ablest men, and to the serions detri­ 
ment of the public business. In short the 
considerations against the limited term sys­ 
tem are so cogent and manifold that we 
cannot think it justifiable to accept any 
measure of the kind. We believe that it 
is only necessary to have a little patience, 
and that civil service reform will in a short 
time be so strongly demanded by the peo­ 
ple that the politicians will find it impos­ 
sible longer to oppose the change. But we 
also believe that it would be a very seriouB 
mistake for the friends of reform to abate 
one jot or tittle of their demands, or to ac­ 
cept anything short of unlimited tenure of 
office, or tenure during good behavior, as the 
necessary preface to any system which 
may be adopted. And by thus insisting 
upon the essentials from the beginning, we 
believe that a great deal of valuable time 
will be saved. 


TAKING THE RAILROAD OUT OF POLI­ 
TICS. 


A San Francisco paper asserts that “ the 
“ Legislature cau enact a law which will 
“ effectually drive the railroad and all 
“ other corporation lobbies out of the 
“ Capitol and out of existence.” This is a 
fair specimen of the imbecile chatter with 
which the anti railroad papers habitually 
insult the intelligence of their readere. 
The truth is that every political influence 
that can be brought to bear to prevent the 
railroad from going out of politics is at this 
moment being employed, and that the men 
who make the londest pretensions to anti­ 
railroad sentiment are the moat active in 
this work. Journals such as the one we 
have cited, aud political demagogues such 
as those who are now before the people, 
are the most potent obstacles to the accom­ 
plishment of the work which they men­ 
daciously prcfess to have in view. It is 
those men and journals that by their con­ 
stant misrepresentations and communistic 
assaults upon corporations, compel the lat­ 
ter to choose between quiet submission to 
plunder, and the exercise of those politi­ 
cal rights which are within their reach. 
A whole class of unscrupulous and shame­ 
less demagogues has of late years spruDg 
into existence, and subsists altogether 
upon the sham issues made by attacking 
great corporations. 
By appealing to all 
the basest tendencies of the masses ; by 
exciting the envy and jealousy of the 
“ Have-nots" against the “ Haves;” by 
preaching confiscation ; by holding up the 
rich as fair objects for plunder and oppres­ 
sion ; by steadily ignoring all the benefits 
conferred npon the country through these 
corporations, and as steadily inventing all 
manner of falsehoods concerning them ; 
this class of politicians have succeeded iu 
getting themselves elected to office repeat­ 
edly, and have then lost no time in show­ 
ing how utterly insincere all their profes­ 
sions had been. 
The journal from which we have quoted 
knows perfectly well that it is talking non­ 
sense when it says that the Legislature cau 
enact a law which will drive the corpora­ 
tions ont of politics. The kind of legisla­ 
tion which the journal in question wants 
is precisely the kind which is incapable of 
doing anything of the sort. It is not from 
the demagogues who owe their ail to the 
scapegoat railroad that the people can look 
for deliverance from the railroad issue. It 
is not from men who profess their readi­ 
ness to plunder and confiscate without 
knowledge or inquiry that anything in the 
shape of rational legislation can be ex­ 
pected. This class of men possess a very 
simple policy. Their first object is to gain 
office by gulling the people. Their main 
object is to utilize the offices they have 
thus obtained, by selling out to the cor­ 
porations. They are in fact neither more 
nor less than professional blackmailers, 
and when such men enter the Legislature 
their first movement is to threaten the 
corporations with adverse legislation, un­ 
less they are satisfactorily “ arranged 
“ with.” Questions of justice and right do 
not trouble them at all. Their business is 
to feather their own nests as speedily as 
possible. So they advance upon the cor­ 
porations highwayman fashion, and demand 
a ransom. The best proof that the cor­ 
porations resist and refuse these impudent 
and knavish demands is to be found in the 
longserie8 of idiotic and futile laws passed 
by enraged and baffled blackmailers for 
revenge. Not comprehending the subjects 
upon which they undertake to legislate, 
their measures are invariably ineffective or 
invalid. 
The fact is that they do not go to the 
Legislature with the intention of fulfilling 
their lavish promises to their constituents, 
but for the purpose of making sale of 
themselves. 
While this class of rascals 
remains in politics it will be in vain to talk 
of driving the corporations out of politics, 
for the blackmailers will take care that 
nothing of the kind shall be done. It is 
indeed perfectly ridiculous to suppose for 
?- moment that they would consent to what 
must instantly destroy all their own politi­ 
cal hopes. 
If the railroad were out of 
politics the day of the demagogues would 
be over. They would have no more chance 
of gulling the voters. The one issue upon 
which they have so often climbed to 
power would have disappeared. 
W hat­ 
ever else they may do, these political 
maggots will assuredly not destroy the 
cheese which breeds them. 
Drive the 
railroad out of politics, indeed ? 
We 
should l'ke to see them engaged in such a 
task. Ask them to resign their own seats 
after they have been elected. Ask them 
to vote honestly and upon conviction 
alone. Ask them to refrain from taking 
bribes. 
Ask them to lead clean lives. 
Make any unreasonable and outrageous re­ 
quest of them, but do not expect that they 
will ever consent to drive tnetoilroal out 
of politics. 
For it is meat aud drink and clothing and 
rent and pin-money to them. It is their 
one reliance, the sole thing which enables 
them to lift their dishonest heads above the 
crowd, and gives them the leverage by 
which they get office. There are hundreds 
of these creatures in California who have 
not dpne an honest day’s work for years, 
and who do not know how to do it, who 
would be compelled to go to the almshouses 
and county hospitals if the railroad issue 
were driven ont of politics. And the whole 
of this class, now so profusely represented 
in both parties, may be relied npon to unite 
as one man in resistance to any proposition 
for driving the railroad out of politics. 
Yet it is true that it would be compara­ 
tively easy to bring this consummation 
about. Do the people of California really 
desire that the railroad should be out of 
politics ? If so they can obtain what they 


want npon the simple and easy condition of 
conceding justice and fair play to the cor­ 
poration. Let them repudiate the dema­ 
gogues. Let them recognize the venality 
and dishonesty of these latter. Let them 
refuse to put men in office because they 
profess to be “ reliable enemies” of that 
corporate body which more than all other 
agencies combined has been instrumental 
in developing the resources of the State, 
and in improving the condition of the 
people. 
Let them refuse to accept the malignant 
falsehoods of the blackmailing journals 
and politicians that have so long nsed the 
railroad as a scapegoat for their own sins. 
Let them refuse to believe every oaluntDy 
that any irresponsible penny-a-liner or 
characterless office-hunter asserts about the 
railroad. Let them disclaim the intention 
to confiscate the property of these their 
fellow-citizens. 
Let them discard the 
monstrous doctrines of property rights 
which the communistic demagogues of the 
period have put forward. Let them de­ 
clare by their actions that they only want 
equity and justice, and that they have no 
mind to play the part of tyrants. And 
the railroad will soon be out of politics. 
The course suggested would have the addi­ 
tional advantage of restoring probity and 
ability to the Legislature aud to the State 
administration, and of retiring to private 
life the worst and most knavish class of 
professional rogues, hypocrites aud black­ 
mailers that ever cursed a community aud 
gave it a bad reputation abroad. But it is 
not possible to drive the railroad out of 
politics by putting this class of politicians 
in office, and all pretenses to the contrary 
are made in bad faith, or are evidences of 
imbecility. 
A VERY LaME DEFENSE. 
Mr. Ertee is reported as declaring, in a 
speech at Hanford, “ that it was no more 
“ reasonable to repeal a Sunday law be* 
“ cause it is not fully enforced, than to 
“ repeal laws against murder, theft and 
“ seduction, because they are not strictly 
“ enforced.” We suppose this is intended 
for an attack npon the Democratic posi­ 
tion, but it certainly is not a good defense 
of the Republican position. In the first 
place there is no real analogy between the 
cases supposed by the speaker. The con­ 
dition of the Sunday laws in this State 
does not resemble the condition of any 
other laws. If the laws against murder, 
theft and seduction were as completely 
dead-letters as are the Sunday laws, they 
might just a3 well be repealed. In such 
an event every sensible and law-respecting 
citizen would in fact demand their repeal, 
and the substitution for them of laws which 
could be enforced. Now, this is precisely 
what was demanded of the Republican 
Convention. It was equarely asked to 
pledge itself to the enactment of an effec­ 
tive Sunday law ; and it as squarely re­ 
fused to do so. Mr. Ratee will labor in 
vain to rub this fact out. The Republi­ 
can Convention deliberately refused to 
commit itself and the party in favor of an 
effective Sunday law. What it did do was 
to pass a resolution favoring the main­ 
tenance of the laws which everybody knows 
to be useless and ineffective. It w.-«« afraid 
to favor anything better than these nullified 
laws. It was so cautions that iteven asked 
pardou of the liquor interest in advance 
for its temerity in venturing to “ favor” 
the retention of those useless laws upon 
the statute books. It would not go one 
step beyond that. 
Tne present law “ or 
similar ones ”—meaning similarly in­ 
effective ones- was all it would commit 
itself to. We assert that the Convention 
consequently put itself on a level with 
tie Democratic party, and we maintain 
that there is no room for choice between a 
party which proposes the repeal of useless 
laws, and a party which declares in favor 
of maintaining those same useless lawB. 
Everybody knows that it will make no 
difference whatever whether they are re­ 
pealed or not. Everybody can see that 
both parties have declared for the main­ 
tenance of the existing situation, which ie 
in effect the absence of all Sunday legis­ 
lation. The Republican Convention had 
an opportunity to make for the party a 
real and an attractive issue on this head. All 
the decent and order-loving elements of the 
community were awaiting its action, pre­ 
pared to go into the field and work with 
energy and enthusiasm for the ticket. 
They asked for bread, and it gave them 
a 
stone. 
The 
demagogues 
who 
controlled the Convention, with the 
shallowness and stnpidity of 
their 
class, thought .they would capture the 
decent elements without losing the sup­ 
port of the elements which are on the op­ 
posite side. Their habitual duplicity, how­ 
ever, betrayed them on this occasion. 
They underestimated the intelligence of 
their intended dupes. Their blundering 
attempt to carry water on both shoulders 
has disgusted and alienated thousands of 
thinking men. It has eliminated from the 
campaign the only element of enthusiasm 
they could have commanded. 
Mr. Evtee 
knows by thiB time how great a mistake 
the Convention made, and it is in vaiu that 
he seeks to repair the error by feeble 
sophistries of the kind cited at the be­ 
ginning of this article. All the State fully 
understands to-day that the Republican 
party tried to dodge the Sunday law issue, 
and that in doing so it practically ranged 
itself with the Democrats on the question. 
That is the sober truth of the situation, and 
it cannot be overcome or evaded by any 
skill of fence on the stump. The Republi* 
can Sunday law plank is in no respect 
preferable to that of the Democrats, and 
every man can see this for. himself.

THE L03AL GREENB4CKE2S 
The local Greenbackers have been hav­ 
ing what no donbt they considered to be 
an emphatically “ good time.” They have 
held a Convention, and adopted a platform 
as long aB the moral law, and put a ticket 
in nomination, and altogether enjoyed 
their privileges to the Htmost. And we are 
sure that they must feel particularly 
pleased with their platform, for it is a 
veritable ideal of “ crankiness” and be- 
muddled ideas. We have no disposition 
to review the marvelons production iu 
detail, but it may amuse some of our 
readers if we glance at one or two of the 
more noteworthy anomalies it contains. The 
fourth and fifth planks are as follows : 
"Fourth—That all tariff and internal 
“ revenue laws be abolished, as a swindle 
“ upon the producer. 
Fifth—That the 
“ Government lend its aid to establish 
“ every species of nseful manufacture or 
“ production not able to exist without it.” 
Now here we have the curious spectacle 
of a Free Trade and a Protection plank in 


juxtaposition in the same platform. The 
fourth plank demands Free Trade. The 
fifth plank demands Protection. This is 
quite a new method of making platforms, 
but we are not sure that it has not some 
advantages over the old ones. It is true 
that a platform which indorses Free Trade 
and Protection with magnificent im­ 
partiality cannot have much signifi­ 
cance 
as 
an 
expression 
of 
sane 
views, but this perhaps is not a difficulty 
from the Greenbacker standpoint. This 
Greenback platform, however, abounds 
with eccentricities. It demands that Con­ 
gress shall “ coin money ont of paper,” 
and loan it to the people. It proposes a 
graduated tax on wealth, thus imposing 
fines upon energy and sagacity, for the 
benefit of incapacity and sloth. It is op­ 
posed “ to sending lawyers or bankers to 
“ make laws,” which means, we suppose, 
that the Greenbackers are opposed to any 
interference by educated men with legisla­ 
tive functions. These people would appar­ 
ently permit none but “ cranks” to make 
laws ; and yet it may be thought that the 
“ cranks” are even now more than suffi­ 
ciently represented in our legislatures. 
They declare their opinion that the world 
would be better off without gold. They 
advance some characteristically lunatic 
ideas on land tenure, and direct voting 
upon statutes, and various other things, 
and they are very fierce against the press, 
which is called upon to apportion to them 
the ridicule they earn so fully. Altogether 
this Greenbacker Convention was a singu­ 
lar illustration of the tendency to develop 
something closely approaching real insanity 
in politics, but it has no other significance 
of any kind. 


Á NAT DEAL MISTAKE. 
A correspondent informs us that down 
in the southern counties the farmers have 
quite generally fallen into the error of 
supposing that all the campaign speakers 
who are now filling appointments iu that 
region are stumping for Stoneman. We 
are not much surprised that such a mistake 
should have occurred, for it is certainly 
quite natural under the circumstances. 
The Republicans are after all only furnish* 
ing the voters with reasons for supporting 
the Democratic ticket. They have done 
nothing but follow suit in this campaign. 
They have not a single issue of their own. 
and they have not a single issue upon which 
they antagonize the Democrats. All the 
anti-railroad talk of the Republican speak­ 
ers only suggests the important considera­ 
tion that the Republican anti-railroad issue 
was put in solely in order to surpass the 
1 >emocrats in their own line. The Demo­ 
crats made that line their own at San Jose, 
The Republicans simply followed and 
copied them. It is therefore by no 
means astonishing that simple Dem­

Republican campaigners to be work­ 
ing in the interest of Stoneman, for 
that is really what they are doing. It does 
not need much sagacity to reach the con­ 
clusion that if the anti-railroad programme 
is right, the Democrats have a pre emption 
claim upon it. They originated the cry, 
and they are the only ones who cau be 
credited with anything iike sincerity. The 
Republican programme is flagrantly dema­ 
gogical. There can he no doubt that it 
was arranged without the remotest thought 
of principle or conviction. The southern 
county grangers are sharp enough to see 
the point of the situation, and it is evident 
from what our correspondent says that the 
ReDublican addresses are only making 
votes for the Democrats.

THE FARM CONTROVERSY. 
A stimulus has been given to the contro­ 
versy over the large and small farm ques­ 
tion, by the discordant opiuious of Messrs. 
La Rue and Shorb, as expressed in their 
addresses at the State Fair. This, howev­ 
er, is really one of those questions which 
can only be settled by experiment, and all 
such questions settle themselves. If small 
farms pay better than large ones, that fact 
will be sufficient to determine the question 
as to which kind shall prevail. If, on the 
other hand, large farms are the most prof­ 
itable, the outcome will be the disappear­ 
ance of small farms. It is useless to think 
of influencing such matters by mere argu­ 
ment. The real question is whether or not 
our plain lands are fitted for diversified 
farming. If they are, we may look for di­ 
versified farming to appear in due time. If 
they are not, there will be no diversified 
farming. Thus far it will have to be ad­ 
mitted tbat the tendency in that direction 
has been very faint. The absence of suf­ 
ficient water for irrigation, and the neces­ 
sity of irrigation for diversified farming, 
may perhaps be regarded as explaining 
this. But it is a matter for practical tests, 
and it can only be determined in that way. 
It will not do to take particularly favored 
localities like Napa valley, for example, 
and to argue that because diversified farm­ 
ing has been found possible there, therefore 
it is possible in the San Joaquin and Sac­ 
ramento valleys. As a rule moat countries 
find out what form of agriculture best suits 
them, and they follow that. The same 
principle will apply here, and twenty years 
hence it will no doubt be possible to derive 
trustworthy conclusions from the data at­ 
tainable. At present, however, experiment 
has not, perhaps, proceeded for enough fur 
this. 


THE INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 
The British military rifle team defeated 
the American team very badly at Creed- 
moor, and ever since the New York jour­ 
nals have been vying with one another in 
the invention of plausible explanations of 
this outcome. 
The general conclusion 
seems to be that the Englishmen had had 
more practice, and were armed with better 
weapons. The American rifles carried too 
heavy cartridges, and as under the military 
regulations the * marksmen were not al­ 
lowed to clean their guns during the firing, 
the American lifljs became foul with half­ 
burned powder. The English arms, on the 
other hand, were as nearly perfect as pos­ 
sible. They were so constructed as to burn 
the whole of the charge in expelling the 
ball, and they did net foul. The English­ 
men, however, had been practising for 
years, while their opponents had only shot 
for months, and no donbt the main differ­ 
ence in the results was due to this. Bat 
it is important to note that though this 
was a military match, between the volun­ 


teer and militia forces of the two countries, 
neither team was armed with the eormmon 
military rifle nsed by their respective corps. 
And as whatever practical benefit arises 
from these contests must be due to the 
increased efficiency of the volunteer and 
militia with their regulation weapons, it is 
rather hard to understand how this end 
can be gained by employing an entirely 
different arm for the matches. If the reg­ 
ulation guns are incapable of being used 
for accurate shooting at long range, this 
fact should be known, and a better arm be 
procured. 
Clearly it is desirable that 
whatever efficiency is obtained should be 
with the regulation rifle, no matter what 
its pattern.■ 
------------------- 
THE PLEA FOR NIAGARA. 
The attempt to rescue the scenery of 
Niagara, especially npon the American 
side, from the sordidness and trade ugli­ 
ness now rapidly invading and threaten­ 
ing to destroy its beauties, has hitherto 
met no success. The proposals to erect a 
national park there, for New York to 
purchase the ground, for Congress to take 
the matter in hand, have come to nothing. 
There has been plenty of talk, and a gen­ 
eral admission that the charms of Niagara 
are being removed by the utilitarian hand 
of commerce, but there is evidently no 
practical interest in the question. This is 
curious. It might have been thought that 
Americans generally would have taken 
pride in preserving the natural beauties of 
the majestic waterfall, and that there 
would have been a strong and general 
sentiment in favor of action of that kind. 
But there appears to be no appreciable 
interest in the question. The American 
people do not seem to care what happens 
to Niagara. They are absorbed in business 
or politics or something more tangible and 
lucrative. Their faculties are fully em­ 
ployed in making money. They have 
neither time nor inclination for paying at­ 
tention to the beautiful. Perhaps the ma­ 
jority of them only thiDk of Niagara as an 
“ almighty water-power ” which is running 
to waste. As a last resort it is now pro­ 
posed that an attempt should be made to 
enlist the interest of American women in 
this question. This endeavor wiil show 
whether they have any love of Nature, or 
are absorbed in material existence, and 
bound up with fashion and frivolity. The 
failure of all efforts to secure the sympa­ 
thy and support of the public in this most 
laudable undertaking, however, is very 
discreditable to the popular intelligence.

THE 
GRAIN 
YIELD OF CALIFORNIA. 
White & Lbsak, of San Francisco, have 
issued their annual estimate of the acreage 
seeded to wheat and barley in this State for 
the harvest year of 1882. It shows the acre­ 
age for each county in the State, and is based 
on the assessed acreage cf lands. We give 
the table below in fulL While this table 
has its value, it will be noted that it is incom­ 
plete without the showing of the yield per 
acre, and this is as yet unattainable, because 
no system has been adopted in this State for 
ascertaining the average yield per acre. In 
recent articles in this paper a plan was sug­ 
gested by which this valuable factor in our 
wheat statistics coaid be obtained, to wit : 
by securing from the thrashers in each couaty 
reports of the yield per acre. The best agri­ 
cultural authorities have agreed that this is 
entirely practicable, aud it is ts be hoped 
that before another harvest reasons some 
such ptan will have been put into practice. 
Tae value of such returns are to be seen at a 
glance. In their absence we are forced to rely 
upon mere estimates, and these are largely 
guess work. From a prominent miller of 
| this State we h&vo estimates v inch we pre- 
l sent herewith. Other estimates in this rela­ 
tion wiil be of vafue, and we invite corre- 


j spondents to consider the subject and give us 
| the result of their studies and calculations.

The reports about Damietta are wonder­ 
fully confused. The story of Abdallah 
Pasha's murder by his soldiers is contra­ 
dicted, and on the same day it is stated 
that Damietta has been surrendered, that 
the garrison refuses to surrender, that Ab­ 
dallah has gone to Cairo, that his men will 
not let him go, and so forth. The general 
result seems to be that the place has not 
yet surrendered, but whether it is held 
by Abdallah or by his men, or whether the 
men have mutinied against him, it is im­ 
possible to say. No doubt it will yield as 
soon as a sufficient force is concentrated 
upon it, but if it does not it will certainly 
be taken without 1ms of time, for it is not 
capable of a protracted defense, and there 
are no Egyptian troops at all disposed to 
make martyrs of themselves. 


OMINOUS INTIMATIONS. 
The expressions of the English journals, 
and particularly of the Loudon Timen, in 
regard to the disposal of the Suez Canal, 
must be read with serious uneasiness by 
M. de Lesseps. 
The Timen intimates 
that it may be necessary to take the canal 
out of the hands of the company, and it is 
clear that this is possible as the case 
stands, since France will do nothing to 
prevent it. The Timen foreshadows a sort of 
conversion of the canal into a free passage­ 
way for all the world. This would be a 
popular measure outside of the canal com­ 
pany’s office, but it would not meet the 
approval of M. de LeBseps. 
He cannot, 
however, help himself, no matter what is 
proposed or done. 


THE LATER HISTORICAL EFFORTS OF 
HUBERT HOWE BANCROFT. 
Little was known of the historian of the 
Pacific coast prior to the publication of his 
“ Native Race»,” ic 1875. In the first num­ 
ber of the Rkcohd-U sion of that year ap­ 
peared an article, a fall page in length, giving 
an account of the Bancroft Library, the 
design of the founder, the rarities of the 
collection, how the difficulties of utilizing 
the information were overcome by means of 
skilled aisistantg and a unique system of 
indesi ig, and much other iniormation con- 
csrniDg the author and his work. 
Before the press generally had taken much 
notice of it, the undertaking seemed to us of 
sufficient importance to justify our making a 
thorough examination of Mr. Bancroft's csi- 
lectien and labors. It then seemed to us, 
and we so stated, that in the conception and 
execution .t this work there was much which 
was remarkable, much that wonld be re 
garded as remarkable in sges to coma ; that 
this authc.i was laboring with a diligence and 
thoroughness not o >mmon even in the higher 
walks of literature; and that in him united 
complete mastery of his subjects with rapidi­ 
ty of workmanship quite unparalleled, and 
possible only Ihr ugn a scientific process of 
study and classification. 
_ AH that, we then s-id has come true. The 
initial work of Mr. Bant rofv-’s proposed series 
on the weateru half of North Asietica was 
published during the year in five octavo 
volantes, and was reviewed at length by I he 
leading journals of the world, aud praised by 
the foremost scholars. Aud wa are glad to 
be able to state that a naturally robust con- 
siiiution has so far safely caried the author 
through thct excessive strain upon the men­ 
tal pi.wers which we feared might prove fatal 
before the conclusion i f bis labor. He has 
been permitted to continue his writing almost 
without interruptions during the seven years 
succeeding our general notice ; and he is writ­ 
ing still. His corps of assistant* is larger now 
than ever before, sad, if possible, more <ffi 
cient, experience having taught them the best 
methods by wnich to ab tr.»ct and arrange 
material for the author. The work of collect­ 
ing has likewise continued, although the 
earlier and mote vigorous efforts seem to be 
no longer required, as the library now contains 
ample information to complete the proposed 
seriee ia ail its several parts. Tne whole 
undertaking in all its minor particulars has 
aasunj,,^ definite form ; the number of vol­ 
umes ÍR fixed and determined, and three- 
fourths of them are either in print or ready 
for the printer. We rejoice to »ay that th.s 
herculean task is already an accomplished 
fact, and that, should the author be suddenly 
called away, there is no doubt bat that the 
volumes will be regularly issued iu accord­ 
ance with the plan announced—that is to *&y, 
at the rate of a volume every three or four 
months, until the entire series is before the 
world. 
There is another item of pleasing intelli­ 
gence in this connection. Although a private 
colleciion the Bancroft library is of almost as 
much public u i'ity as if it belong'd to the 
Dta'e. Indeed, it is of far mote public benefit 
in ti e han s of,*) enthusiaa.ic a wi rker than 
it woud be iu any other fJ'uation not so 
u-ed.

The Preliminary Examination Begins—Im­ 
portant Facts Elicited. 
The preliminary examination of William 
Anderson and Charles O’Brien, alias FlynD, 
for the murder of Joseph Scott, in this city, 
December 7, 1878, began yesterday before 
J. C. Tubbs, Justice of the Peace. 
The 
prosecution waa conducted by District A t­ 
torney H . L. Buckley ami Charlee T. Jones. 
Frank V . Ryan appeared for the defendants. 
It waB the desire of the prosecution to have 
the cases go at onco bet ire the Grand Jnry, 
aud thus avoid an examination, but to this 
tbe defense objected, and demanded an ex­ 
amination, because it was the constitutional 
right of tho defendants, and because they 
wete ready for it, ami had already been con­ 
fined in jail some four weeks awaiting it. 
The Court thereupon ordered the examina 
tion to be proceeded with. 
The tiist witness 
was 
JOHN J . HOBTOX. 
H e said th at December 7, 1878, he resided 
a t the northwest corner of Seventeenth and 
I streets. 
On the evening of that d»y he was 
going home about 9 o’clock. 
On the north­ 
east corner ot these streets he S3w four men 
standing. 
W itness was walking on the north 
side of 1 street, in the direction of Seven­ 
teenth. 
W hen witness was within about 
fifty feet of his house, two of the in:n started 
to walk across toward him. 
W itness went 
into his house before they reached him. 
A f­ 
ter being in the house some time he heard a 
pistol shot. 
He looked out of the window 
and saw three men running along the south 
side of I street, toward Eighteenth. 
One 
wore a long-tailed frock coat. 
JAMES IVEY 
W as next sworn 
He testified that early on 
the morning of the 9tb or 10th of December, 
1878, he was in Stockton. 
He saw defend­ 
ants there. 
He met them and two other men 
with them. 
He n u t them at the corner of 
H unter and Second streets. 
W itness and tbe 
men went into a saloon and took a drink. 
Edwards (one of the men) asked witness if he 
had seen any of the Saeram nto papers of the 
day before. 
W itness replied th at he had Dot. 
Edwards then said : “ The truth of the busi­ 
ness is we have got into a very serious diffi­ 
culty in Sacramento.” 
Edwards, continuing, 
said they (the four) had been surprised by a 
man and had killed him. 
W itness asked him 
if it was an officer or a citizen. 
Edwards re­ 
plied that he thought it was an officer. 
One 
of the m»n whom he knew as “ Sm ith" asked 
witness for a little money, as he wanted to 
go to Benicia or Vallejo and ship out of the 
country. 
W itness took a §20 gold piece out 
of his pocket, had it changed at the bar, 
and gave 
him 
(Smith) §7 50 
or $ 10. 
He did 
not 
remember 
which—it 
was 
enough to pay the 
fare 
of 
the men 
to Benicia or Vallejo. 
W itness then sep­ 
arated from the men, and he saw them no 
more. 
W itness th at morning went to M il­ 
ton, Calaveras county, aud there be first 
heard of the murder of officer Scott in Sac­ 
ramento. 
H e saw it in a paper. 
W itness 
then went to San Francisco the next day. 
In San Francisco, on the 14th, detective Dan 
Gay called on witness, and he (witness) toid 
him all he knew about it. 
W itness was 
asked if he had seen the four men since then, 
and he replied th at he did see three of them 
offer th at—it was in the State Prison at San 
Quentin. The three were the two defendants 
before the Court anil Thomas H am ilton. 
On cross-examination witoess said he (wit­ 
ness) was an old State Prison convict. He had 
been out ol prison about two years when he 
met the men at Stockton. W itness repeated hi< 
farmer statements, and in reply to a question 
as to whether it was usual for criminals to 
tell each other of their crimes, he said that 
if all the circumstances are taken into con­ 
sideration, it is not a strange thing for men 
of his class to tell each other of their crimes. 
Witness, in bis statement, left the impres­ 
sion on tha hearer’s mind th at it is by no 
means uncommon for convicts to relate to 
each other their adventures and crimes. He 
said he had been brought to Sacramento from 
the State Prison at San Q .ectiu two weeks 
ago, and had been kept in close confinement 
ever sicce. 
W itness said, iu the course of 
his examination, th at twenty-eight years 
ago he knew Detective Gay, when he (wit- 
nesf) was a man of respectability, and had 
not committed crime. 
Since then he had 
committed crimes aDd 
server! 
terms in 
prison, b at Gay, while 
he 
lived, never 
forgot 
what 
the 
witness 
had been, 
aud 
not 
infrequently 
visited 
him. 
I t 
was 
on one of these visits that he 
told Gay of the Scott murder. 
W itness said 
he formed the acquaintance »f defendants in 
the State Prison. 
He (witness) had been in 
the State Prison three or four times, but had 
committed no crime th at he had any hesita­ 
tion in telling about. 
He denied that he had 
ever been “ a stool pigeon.” 
He had never 
been a witueas in any other case. 
Four or 
five months after wimess had met the fenr 
men in Stockton he was himself arrested for 
burglary and was convicteJ, aud for th at 
crime he is now imprisoned, his time not ex­ 
piring for some three months yet. 
When he 
arrived iu State Prison he found four men 
there, and in conversation with Ham ilton 
once or twics, Hamilton said he thought the 
m atter had died out, th at is, the killing of 
Scott. 
In answer to a question witness said 
he bad never told of the Scott murder to. any 
other convicts in State Prison. 
He said that 
no inducements had been offered to him to 
come to Sacramento to testify. 
He came 
voluntarily. 
He had never before baen token 
out of San Quentin to serve as a witness. 
He never had any trouble with Ham ilton in 
State Prison, nor did he ever speak to t he de­ 
fendants there about the murder. 
H e first 
siw officer Jackson when he visited San 
Quentin. 
W itness waa positive as to the 
identity of defendants. 


ctrus botes 
W as sworn. 
He was a watchman iu the 
jail at Santa Rosa, December, 1878. 
H e 
saw these men in the prison at Santa 
Rosa. 
Edwards 
and 
Ham ilton 
asked 
him for 
a 
description 
of the jail at 
Sacramento. 
They were discouraged when 
they heard his report. 
He told them th at 
the Sacramento jail was very strongly built, 
and surrounded by a high wall, and th at the 
ceiling was very strong. 
They asked him 
next about the jail where they were then 
confined. 
They wonld then go back to the 
cell and converse to the other two about w hat 
be had told them. 
They inquired concerning 
a long coat—if witness knew where it was. 
W hen any stranger would come in they would 
inquire if ne was from Sacramento. Edwards 
burned up his coat and shoes while in the 
j ail at Santa Rosa. 
He overheard a con ver- 
vati m between Edwards and O’Brien about 
breaking out of j ail. 
Oae night he heard 
them tampering with the ceiling, and found 
they had drilled a hole through the ceiliag 
with a poker. 
He notified the jailer, and 
they were removed and confined thereafter 
in an iron cell. 
Ardereon and Ham ilton 
were anxious about their clothing, and wanted 
to know if it had been taken to Sacramento. 
J. BLOOM, 
Late Ciry Marshal of Petalnma, waa the 
u-'xt win.ess. 
He was M arshal there in 1878. 
He knew defendants, aud also Edwards and 
Hamilton. 
They were camping in ab u r.ch 
of willows, about a mile from Petaluma, the 
day before Christmas, 1878. 
He had a three- 
quarters of an hour c mversatioo with them. 
They w-re cooking dinner, and had a fine 
roast of beef over the fire. 
He asked where 
they came from, and they repli.d from Sauce- 
lito. 
They said they were en route up the 
coast to get a j >b of cutting wood. 
W itness 
next saw them in Santa Rosa jail. 
They 
were there for burglary ; they had burglar­ 
ized the bouses of Judge Wallace end of Mr. 
Farmer, and from the latter'» residence they 
had taken his Christmas roast beef. 
W itness 
was po»it¡ve as to th- identity. 
Tnree pistols 
were taken from them. 


J AS. L. DINWIDUIK 
Sheriff of Sonoma connty, testified that he 
arrc-t-d the four men for burglary. 
He fol- 
lowrd them from Santa R ss, where the 
bnrgUry was commit ed. 
H e had several 
conversations with 
them. 
They 
denied 
knowing esch other, a rd claimed to be 
sti tngere. 
He pat two of them together in 
a cell, and stationed a guard to watch them 
aud hear if they would talk about the burg­ 
lary, but he never succeeded in overhearing 
them talk about it. 
T h e; said they had no 
fears abont the burglary, but spoke frequently 
about the “ Sacramento rocket,’’ and won­ 
dered if we hsd heard of the Sacramento 
m atter 
W itness told them ha canid trace 
them back as far as Sacramento, and that 
they had tetter tell all about the burglary. 
They denied all knowledge of it. 
They 
told the witness 
th at 
they had 
m et 
for the first time near Healdsbnrg. 


BOBERT HARRISON 
Testified next. 
H e visited the men in the 
jail at Santa Rosa—the four of them. 
He 
aski-d them where they were from. 
They 
said they were emigrante, and bad just ar­ 
rived.

hood of 120,000 ii en. This immense force is

NOTES 
FROM IH S D R A P E R 'S 


A K Y . 
DICTION- 


There are some queer mites of informa­ 
tion to be picked up from the history of 
almost anything in a draper’s shop. Take, 
for instance, a child’s pelisse. Who that is 
not familiar with the vagaries of etymology 
would think of any connection between 
such an article and the white surplice 
that has become so prominent an object 
in our modern 
church 
service? 
Yet 
the 
road 
from 
one 
to 
the 
other 
is “ plain as way to parish church.” A 
pelisse was a coat of prepared skin—Latin, 
pellín, a skin—a fur coat, in fact. 
Church­ 
men who had to perform early services in 
cold churches at all times of the year were 
wont to wear these fur coats, or "pellica?.” 
A synod, our compiler tells us, held in 
London in the year 1200, restricted the 
black monks and naus to the use of lamb, 
cat and fox-skins. with the view of pre­ 
venting the spread of luxury in dress. 
It 
may be easily understood that, at a time 
wnen godliness and uncleanliness were to a 
great extent identical, those pellica» would 
iu time get decidedly unpleasant, both to 
the eye and the nose, and as a means of 
mitigating these 
objections 
somewhat, 
linen tunics or super-pellica; were adopted, 
and from this to the abbreviated “ sur­ 
plice ” the progress would be easy. 
Tais 
suggests a very interesting reflection upon 
the im poitaut doctrinal significance which 
has been commonly attached to this very 
decent and appropriate church vestment. 
Another dip into the dictionary brings 
before us some carious ph ise.s of the do­ 
mestic life of our forefathers. 
W e light 
on the word “ counterpane,” which, we 
are told, is a corruption of counterpoint, 
derived from the French contrepointe or 
point contrepointe— stitch against stitch— 
denoting something sewn on both sides. 
And then our author proceeds to give us 
some account of the sleeping habits of an­ 
cient times in this country. 
“ Our Saxen 
ancestors,” he says, “ ware not so nice 
in their night garments, as we are,” a 
statem ent which he immediately follows up 
by observing that as a m atter of fact, they 
had no night garments, which reminds one 
somewhat of Dr. 
Harrebrowe’s famous 
chapter on “ Snakes in Irelaud,” where, 
the doctor at once proceeds to observe, 
there are no snakes. 
The Saxons required 
their under-garments for other purposes 
than wearing by night. 
The servants, it 
seems, w tre accustomed to put out their 
candies by throwing their chemises at 
them, a humorous practice, which saved the 
cost of extinguishers aud did not always 
set the house on fire, though we are told 
it was “ denounced.” 
As good people 
in those days slept without night gar­ 
ments, the counterpanes were padded, and 
the paduing stitched in by diagonally 
crossing lines resembling the panes of 
church windows. 
Hence it has been sup­ 
posed “ counterpoint” became “ counter­ 
pane.” He would be a learned draper who 
should thoroughly appropriate the contents 
of 
this new dictiouary. 
W hether his 
scholarly stores would conduce to the effi­ 
ciency of his business management we are 
unable to decide. 
It íb quite conceivable 
that in the learned days to come a shopman 
who could discourse volubly on the farth­ 
ingales and furbelows of the Middle Ages, 
or could trace back the cloak in itB various 
forms and phases to the Norman invasion, 
which have a peculiar fascination for ladies 
in blue spectacles, and it may be that such a 
salesman would command a higher price in 
the market than one who could merely pass 
the usual commonplaces upon the weather. 
A t present, however, interesting as the 
volume before us undoubtedly is, it can 
hardly be recommended for half-holiday 
study.—[London Globe.

SCIENTIFIC 
G O SSIP. 


Belts for driving machinery are now 
made in this country about 4S inches wide 
and more than 120 feet in length. 
M. Allard has given an account of the 
analysis of the waters of the Isthm us of 
Panama. 
The most notable fact he dis­ 
closes is the presence of ruthenium in the 
Rio Grande. 
H. Peroival says that if population goes 
on at its present rate, in 214 years the 
world will have reached the frightful aver­ 
age of 700 inhabitants to the square mile. 
Tnere is much virtue in an if. 
The Journal o f Science says th at at the 
soiree of the Society of Chemical Industry, 
held at Owens College, Mr. Fletcher, of 
Warrington, Eng., demonstrated ths possi­ 
bility of the combustion of gas without 
visible flame, the heat obtained from a 
quarter-inch gas-pipe being sufficient to 
fuse iron into drops. 
The statement that grain absorbs enough 
mo sture on a sea voyage to pay the freight 
charges has been to some extent confirmed 
by experiments made at the California 
Agricultural College. 
Various kiuds of 
grain were placed in a moist atmosphere 
and the increase in weight was noted. Tfie 
greatest increase was during the 
first 
twenty-four hours. 
The industrial schools are having au ap­ 
parently good effect upou the Indians. 
The red men have begun to work well and 
to take a pride in their work. 
General 
Armstrong believes that within five years, 
with the 100 Indians at Hampton, Ya., 
and the 300 at Carlisle, Penn., and others 
under instruction elsewhere, all the shoes 
and harness needed on the plains can he 
made by the young men at home.

kilos of meat at the very low cost of eight 
francs. 
Toe commission appointed by M. Ferry 
to report on the construction of the rotating 
Home for the large refractor of the Pans 
Observatory has held many meetings at 
the Conservatoire des Arts et Metiers, 
Colonel Lanssedat, Director of the estab­ 
lishment, in the chair. 
Only two projects 
of all that have been submitted have been 
reserved for final choice. 
M. Eiffel pro­ 
poses to use a saline solution in a hori­ 
zontal circular channel placed on the wall 
to diminish the weight of the rotary roof. 
A true overflowing art» p;an well, tapping 
the chalk formation, has just been carried 
out in the neighborhood of Woking, Eog- 
land. 
The water-works company, estab­ 
lished for the supply of that district, has 
for the last six months been sinking a 
large shaft at W est Clamlon, through the 
London and plastic clays, and a abort time 
since the chalk water-bed was touched by 
it at a depth of .310 feet, when the water 
rose immediately iu the shaft to a hight of 
200 feet above sea level.

Tne ordinary prisoners have 
rations of meat apd of wine only on Sun­ 
days and Tnursdays ; fcnt the convict set 
apart for the guillotine has roast beef every 
day and a “ ciuquieme” of wine both at 
breakfast and dinner. 
He may read, write 
and smoke as much as he likes. 
H e has 
two warders constantly in attendance upon 
him, and their orders are never to contra­ 
dict him and not to abstain from entering 
into cheerful conversation with him. 
Tne 
assassin Tropmann used to play cards with 
his jailers. 
Finally, the condemned man 
has an hour’s exercise every day in the 
“ proinenoir” attached to the prison in­ 
firmary. 
There are, it is true, a few draw­ 
backs to his physical enjoyments. 
Di­ 
rectly sentence is passed toe prisoner is 
made to don the “ camisole da force”— 
the strait-jacket ; aud that dismal garment 
—if he be not respited—he never d (Is 
until he makes his toilet for the scaffold.

TEGEL CASTLE. 


HOME 
OF 
WILLIAM 
AND 
ALIXAHDES 
VON 
HUMBOLDT. 


Treasures of Art—Fresents from Pins VII.— 
The Little Castle—Etrange Rooms 
—Family Burial-Place. 


Among tbe manuscripts left by M. Thiers 
havo been found a series of pen-and-ink 
sketches of S:r Robert Peei, Talleyrand 
and other notable personages, which will 
shortly be given to the public.

B e r l in , August 20, 1S82. 
To a visitor at the great metropolis of 
Germany one of the moBt delightful ex­ 
cursions is a trip to the little village of 
Tegel. 
This village is situated at a dis­ 
tance of about an hour’s ride by the street 
c a r; but this mode of travel robs the ex­ 
cursionist of mnch that is enjoyable by the 
way. 
Far te tte r is it for him to walk and 
enjoy in fullest measure the interesting 
stretch of land, which is thickly peopled 
from Berlin to Tegel. 
The varied life which presents itself to 
his view, furnishes him with abundant 
food for reflection. 
He passes barracks 
teeming with soldier life ; iron works, with 
their grimy, inceFsant. toilers ; palatial 
residences and humble homes. 
Here and 
there he sees a “ white towered city of the 
sleepers,” toward which 


A SOLEMN PROCESSION 
Is slowly moving ; while on the opposite 
side of the street a body of red-capped 
soldiere are marching as though the chief 
business of life were to learn the art of war. 
Following perhaps íb a clumsy little cart 
drawn by a bony little dog, assisted by a 
weary little woman ; while by her side 
trudges her sister of toil bowed beneath 
the weight of the loaded basket, which is 
strapped npon her much enduring should­ 
ers. 
In Germany you do not know which 
to pity most, dogs or peasant women. Bat 
the puff of the sturdy little locomotive 
breaks in upon his reflections and, lo, he is 
just outside of the village, before a black 
pond out which arises hundreds of snow- 
white lilies. 
This vision of loveliness dis­ 
pels his meditations, and suggests the lines 
of the poet : 


O sta r on th e h reast of th e riv er ' 
O m arvel of b ea u 'y and tra c e I 
Did you fa‘1 straig h t dow n from heaven, 
O ut of th e su nn iest place ? 
The broad branches meet over the narrow 
road, as he winds his way past the modest 
dwellings, the little church around the 
corner, the shady beer garden, up the hill 
and through the quiet grove to the quaint 
old Schloss, or cattle—once the home of 
the celebrated brothers William and Alex­ 
ander von Humboldt. 
The former, as 
everyone knows, one of the noblest and 
most talented State Ministers of Germany ; 
the latter so well-known throughout the 
world as the learned traveler and explorer. 


TH E 
SCHLOSSCHEN 
(Littel castle), as the old home is often de­ 
nominated, is a plain and unpretending 
stone building. 
It belonged originally to 
the great Elector, and was used by him as 
a hunting castle ; later it fell into the 
hands of the Humboldt family, and at 
the death of their parents the brothers, 
William and Alexander, fell heirs to the 
property. 
Alexander, whose work called 
him out into the “ widq, wide world,” 
lived very little at Tegel ; but William 
spent there the last fifteen years of his life 
— between 1S20 and 1835. 
A t his death 
his eon inherited the premises, while his 
daughters fell 1 e rs to Schloss Tegel. 
It is 
now in the possession of tbe widow of 
Minister von Bulow, a lady upwards of 
80 years of age, the third aud 
only 
living daughter of William von Humboldt. 
This good lady spends a portion of every 
summer at the old homestead, and when 
visitors appear, she kindly withdraws to a 
private room and opens the little castle for 
their inspection. 
Everything in aud about 
the home is carefully preserved, and re­ 
mains exactly as in the time of the illustri­ 
ous brothers. 
As yon pass through the 
front hall adorned with statuary you enter 
a large reception room. 
This is low, and 
supported by columns of the Doric order. 
The walls are blue, the floor stone mosaic, 
and standing around in niches are beautiful 
marbles statues, which were brought by 
the brothers at different times from foreign 
iands. 
In the center of the room is 


A LARGE ANTIQUE MARBLE VASE 
Which is most elaborately decorated with 
bacchanalian reliefs. 
This curious vase 
formerly stood in the Church of St. Ca- 
iixtus at Trastevere. 
It is said in it the 
holy Calix was drowned, and that the 
water, which was dipped out sparingly to 
believers, was supposed to possess miracu­ 
lous qualities. 
This may account for the 
grace and beauty of the geraniums and for­ 
get-me-nots which it now contains, lending 
their cheer to the quaint old room. 
In the 
several apartments which are shown to 
visitors the furniture, pictures, statues and 
ornaments are said to occupy the exact 
spots in which Humboldt had them placed. 
One large awkward mahogany table is 
pointed out, on which William von H um ­ 
boldt is said to have written his most valu­ 
able books. 
The big lbookcase of the 
Humboldt library, although not “ a thing 
of beauty,” is a wonderful attraction. Be­ 
sides the innumerable volumes of German 
lore which it contains, there are Byron’s 
life and works. Cook’s travels around the 
world, Voltaire, Rousseau, and Bulwer s 
“ Eugene A ram ” and “ Rienzi,” 
Then 
down 
in 
a 
modest 
corner, 
on 
the 
bottom 
shelf, 
near 
the 
floor, 
stand 
the 
thick 
leather-bound 
volumes, 
containing 
the 
most 
valuable 
efforts of William von Humboldt. 
Beside 
the odd construction of the rooms and the 
quaint furniture, which are both exceed­ 
ingly interesting, you are surprised'to find, 
upon inspection, th at this unpretending 
little castle is a perfect storehouse of art 
treasure. 
But however attractive relics 
and heirlooms may prove to the beholder, 
a description of them generally proves dry 
reading. 
So we will mention oniy a few 
of the gems. 
In one room are admirable 
copies of the two famous statues, the 
Venus of Milo and the Capitoline Venus ; 
a panorama of Rome, a painting of the 
Battle of Constantine, after Raphael ; and 
from the immortal hand of Thorwaldgen a 
gractful marble group, in which Bacchus 
gives a drink to Amour. 
In another are 
two feminine torsos, whieb| were brought 
from Athens to Rome in 1799 by a French 
officer, and purchased later by William 
von Humboldt. 
These are said to be the 
most beautiful bodies of Grecian art ; and 
Professor Wagner thinks that they beloDg 
to 
a 
group 
of 
Graces 
the 
third 
one of which is 
in 
tbe possession 
cf Mr. Blundell Weld, near Liverpool. 


IN TH E SECOND STORY 
The rooms are small and low ; some of the 
icgcnif usly-arched ceilings, however, which 
are painted blue and finished with stars, 
present such a shining firmament to your 
astonished eyes, that 
you 
are 
almost 
cheated into the belief that you are gazing 
into boundless space. 
These rooms, which 
were designed by the great architect Schin- 
kel, abonnd also in treasure of art. 
Here 
stands an antique statue of a nymph ; and 
there a statuette of a dancing bacchante. 
Now the eye rests upon a fragment of an 
antique sarcophagus rich in reliefs; then 
npon an ancient marble Bacchus, whose 
modern head was furnished by the well- 
known sculptor Rauch. 
But the three 
fates, in bas-relief, by the great master, 
Thorwaldsen, claim universal attention and 
admiration. 
In this wonderful composi­ 
tion Clotho sita and spins, at the left ; 
Atropos stands in the center, and with her 
scissors cuts the thread of life ; wh'le La- 
cheti», at the right, on a globe points out 
the fate of man. 
Here are also costlj’ presenta from Pope 
Pius V II., received at different times hy 
William von Humboldt on account of im- 
nortant srrvice which he rendered in the 
Vienna Congress, and later in Paris. Near 
a beautiful column of Oriental granite is s 


copy in g re e n porphyry of th e fa m o u s Me­ 
dusa head, the original of which is fo u n d 
in the Glypotek at Munich. 
This copy 
was taken from the Rondivini Palace at 
R o m e . 
Two other columns of rosso antico, 
of greater beauty, are shown, a n d two 
magnificent vases. 
Each of the three col­ 
umns bears a chain, attached to which is 
the escutcheon of Pius V II., in m e ta l, 
plated with gold. 
This tablet consists of 
three panels, tbe largest of which contains 
a double cross of the Pope and the inscrip­ 
tion “ Pax.” 
Each of the two smaller 
shows three stars and three heads, over 
which cross the keys of St. Peter. 
Here 
we find innumerable oil paintings of differ­ 
ent members of the Humboldt family, 
among which are life-size portraits of the 
brothere William and Alexander at differ­ 
ent ages. 


IN TWO SMALL TOW ER ROOMS 
Are various gems, unrivaled in the art 
world. 
Prominent among thcBe are Thor- 
waldsen’s beautiful white marble statue of 
Hope, in the style of old Grecian art. 
It 
was from this statue th at Tieck modeled 
the suggestive monument which crowns 
the family burial-place. 
Here are seen 
marble busts of the brothers, also two re­ 
markable crayon drawings. 
The first rep­ 
resents Mary with the child Jesus and St. 
John, and bears the signature “ Albertus 
Thorwaldsen ; ” the second Mary and the 
Christ-child, w hich she caresses, bearing the 
same signature, with the addition of Rome, 
February 22, 1S18. 
W e find also, in one 
of these diminutive rooms, a marble relief 
of Venus, who shows Mars her hand which 
was wounded by Diomedes. 
This group is 
pronounced to be one of the earliest and 
most charming w orks of the great sculptor 
Rauch. 
From the hand of the same mas­ 
ter is also a sitting statue of a little 
girl, who hoids a butterfly in her right 
hand. 
This is called Psyche, but is in re­ 
ality a portrait of Adelheid, daughter of 
William von Humboldt, at the age of 10 
years. 
Near this beautiful figure stands 
another bust of Alexander von Humboldt. 
Leaving the house and passing through 
the garden, down the iong avenue of trees, 
whose branches meet in a close green can­ 
opy over head, into the thick wood, far re­ 
moved from the busy hum of life, you find 
the final resting-place of the Hxmboldt 
family, and on simple marble slabs you 
read the names of William aud Alexander 
von Humboldt. 
No stone mausoleum, no 
sarcophagus, no ancient urn of ashes, no 
trium phant inscriptions meet 
the eye. 
Only a bed of flowers, a few monnds, a few 
white slabs, and on a beautiful marble 
column high over all, the figure of Hope. 
This sacred spot, enriched by trees whose 
top3 seem to touch the sky, solemnized by 
an unbroken siieuce, possesses an indescrib­ 
able charm. 
No one can stand by the 
modest graves of these two noble men 
without feeling an earnest desire to “ wind 
his thread of life up higher.”

SAN FRANCISCO NEWS. 


Liebea Brothers & Co., tobacco manu­ 
facturers, Fremont street, are sinking an 
artesian well in front of their premises. 
They are down 148 feet, and expect to 
strike water at between 180 and 190 feet 
in depth. 
On Wednesday morning, shortly after 
midnight, William Ellison was garroted 
aud robbed of some money, on Rincon 
avenue, between Brannan and Townsend 
streets. 
William Sullivan was subsequent­ 
ly arrested by officers Lanktree and Bran­ 
don for the offense. 
A t a meeting of the Directors of the So­ 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to An­ 
imals, the Executive Committee presented 
its monthly report. 
From this it appears 
that during that period 93 cases were re­ 
ported and 91 were investigated. 
There 
were 23 prosecutions and 21 convictions; 
two cases are still pending. 
In 62 oases 
there was remedy without prosecution. 
Four animals were killed by officers of the 
Society and 62 worn out and lame horses 
were relieved from work. 
An 
octogenarian 
sea captain named 
Thayer was found dead Thursday morning 
in a little old ship’s cabin on Spear street, 
under the shadow of the Sailor’s Home, in 
which he has resided for the past twenty 
years. 
The Captain was a native of Mas­ 
sachusetts, 83 year3 of age, and for a gen­ 
eration back has eked out a miserable ex­ 
istence in his cabin, in which be remained 
on an average twenty houis out of every 
twenty-fonr. 
He has a wife and family in 
comfortable circumstances in Peru, and the 
cause of his hermit-like existence has never 
been made known, except to one or two 
sympathizing souls who supplied his small 
needs. 
The Sureme Court Thursday made an in­ 
teresting ruling in the case of The People 
ex rel. VV. 8. Brasher vs. E. V. Spencer. 
In the year 1874, respondent, as District 
Attorney of Lassen county, drew up an in­ 
dictment against one Harris, which was 
returned to the County Court hy the Grand 
Jury, indorsed “ A true bill.” Iu 1SS1 H ar­ 
ris appeared in the Superior Ccnrt, and re­ 
spondent, as his counsel, moved to seta9ide 
his indictment and the motion was granted. 
In preparing for and making the motion, 
which was based on the omission of certain 
forms, respondent was not assisted hy infor­ 
mation received by him in his capacity as 
District Attorney ; and the Court wag con­ 
vinced that when the motion was made he 
had no actual knowledge of the statutory 
provision which made his act a misde­ 
meanor. 
But, independent of the statute, 
there could be no doubt that his conduct 
was reprehensible. 
By appearing both for 
plaintiff and defendant in the samo action, 
he was guilty of a “ violation of his duty 
as an attorney,” for whicu it was the 
Court’s duty to suspend him. 
Ordered 
th at the respondent be suspended from 
practice as attorney or counselor in al) the 
Courts in the S;ate for the period of three 
morfths.

It is 13 feet long, without the aprons, 
which aggregate 23 feet. 
It is roofed and 
sided iu a substantial manner, and is 
painted on the outside.

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
One hundred aod fifty tous of wheat ar­ 
rive in Dayton daily. 
The corn crop in portions of eastern 
Washington yielded well. 
W heat hay sells in Walla W alla for 
$15 50 and tiaiothy for $19 per ton. 
The lowest bid for the erection of the 
public school-house in Colfax is $1,900. 
The receipts of the Olympia fair, held 
from August 2Sth to September 1st inclu­ 
sive, were $1,047 30; expenditures, $1,. 
047 15. 
Building up the “ burnt district ” at Col­ 
fax is progressing rapidly. Most of the new 
buildings are much more substantial than 
those that they replace. 
The brick work on tho new hotel at Col­ 
fax will be completed iu about a month. 
Toe proprietor hopes to have the house 
ready for business by December. 
A lady of Dayton recently killed a rat­ 
tlesnake that attacked her, and more than 
that detached the rattles, nine in number, 
which she keeps as a memento of the en­ 
counter. 
The salmon run in the Sound so far this 
season has been very light. 
Milton can­ 
nery does not get fish enough to ruu more 
than half the time, and a comparatively 
small lot is being salted. 
However, there 
is plenty of time yet for a good run, as tbe 
season has only fairly commenced. 
Among samples of grain left at the Medi­ 
cal Lake Press office during the past week, 
those left by W. H. Denny measured as 
follows : 
W hite Australian wheat, five 
feet, two inches ; goose wheat, four feet, 
ten inches ; Egyptian wheat, live feet, two 
inches ; side oats, six feat, three inches; 
and a specimen of volunteer wheat, of the 
little club variety that has one hundred 
and twenty-two stalks grown from one 
grain. 
An accident happened at the Huntsville 
flouring mill, a few days since, which did 
conBiderai damage. 
A wheat bin in the 
third story of the building, and containing 
about 1,000 bushels of wheat, suddenly 
gave way, preticipating the wheat and 
broken timbers to the floor below, and 
playing sad havoc with things in general, 
fortunately no oue was hurt. 
The damage 
is two or three thousand dollars. 
Everybody is busy at tbe depot, and 
large quantities of freight are being handled. 
Immense stacks of lumber line the track 
leading from the flume dnmp. 
The steam 
8aw is cutting up huge piles of wood and 
seems to make no great imprpssion on the 
cords in si jht. 
Dusenbery k Stencel have 
about 12,000 sacks of wheat in their ware­ 
house and McDonald & Schwabscher have 
about 4,000 sacks. 
At the warehouse of 
the latter we saw wheat which weighed 62 
pounds to the bushel as it carne from the 
thrasher. From tbe amount of freight han­ 
dled here it is evident that the Dayton 
branch railroad is a paying institution.— 
[Dayton Chronicle. 
A hop-grower from up the valley assures 
us that the farmers will have to rely upon 
white pickers in future. 
He thinks the 
Indians are hound to decrease in number, 
or at least will find work nearer home, on 
the Snoqtialmie, Sakgit, in Yakima, Nis- 
qually, Chehalis, British Columbia, and 
elsewhere, and that gatherings of 3,000 or 
4,000 in W hite and Puyallup valleys will 
perhaps be seen no more. 
He thinks th at 
with the increasing white population, acd 
with what Indiana and Chinese they will 
be able to get, there will be little if any 
more trouble in the future than there 
has been in the past, notwithstanding the 
increased acreage and production.—¡Post- 
Intelligencer.
